tions as to the extension of the Missouri Pacific 
system of railroads. While it is reported that 
construction is to be curtailed, there is also a 
belief that the main stem will be pushed west­ 
ward, with the ultimate object of a California 
«utlet. The line will be completed to Pueblo 
next mouth, and this has caused a renewal ot 
the rumors concerning the close relation of 
Gould to the Denver and Rio Grande system. 
Gould has beeu reported to be tlie virtual owner 
of the Denver, in some quarters, while in others 
he has been stated to have made contracts with 
that road for the exclusive use of its third 
(standard gauge) track,' now building, and 
which will be soon completed. Botn of these 
rerorts are officially denied. 
The Secretary of the Denver and Rio Grande 
Compauy siys that Gould has no interest in that 
road beyond the friendly relations that the 
Denver has with all its neighbors. As to the 
report about Gould having contracted for the 
use of the Denver’s third track, wheu his line 
shall have reached Pueblo, the same official 
says they are uufouuded. Gould will, however, 
be offered the same privilege of using the new 
line as any other roads with PuebU) connec­ 
tions. This will give the Missouri Pacific as 
good a route through a mountain country as its 
rival, the Atchison, Topeka and Santa re. 
The Denvt rand Rio Grande people say that 
Gould would have some difficulty in leasing the 
line from their western terminus to the Pueifie, 
and say that il he wants to get there he will 
build an entirely new line. 
MORE IN THE SAME CONNECTION. 
S anta F e, October 14th.—The announcement 
is made that I. W. Hallmen and other capitalists 
of Southern California have incorja*rated a new 
transcontinental railroad to ruu from San Pedro 
Bay to Salt Lake City, in the iuterest of the 
Missouri Pacific. This, with the fact that the 
Denver and Rio Grande is being widened to a 
broad gauge between Pueblo and Salt Lake City, 
goes a long way toward confirming the rumor 
that a elgse traftic arrangement exists between 
these two companies.

A LONDON MOB. 
R iot in London B etw een U nem ployed 
M en and th e Police. 
I-ondon, October 14th.—The unemployed per­ 
sons who frequent Tralaigar Square formed m a 
body to-day and marched to the Mansion House, 
where they demanded an iuterview with the 
Lord Mayor. The Lord Mayor declined to hold 
any conversation with the mob or its representa­ 
tives. The crowd insisted on an interview, but 
were again refused. They openly denounced 
the Lord Mayor, after which they started back 
to Trafalgar square. 
They stopped at the office ot the Standard 
newspaper, hooting aud jeering. The police at­ 
tempted to move the crowd, but were met with 
resistance. They theu charged tlie mob and 
seized a black banner and c number of red Hags. 
The mob then scattered, but shortly after i allied. 
The leaders oi the mob shouted : “ Men, assert 
your rights!” 
A mob rushed upon the police and succeeded 
in forcing them back from their position and in 
recapturing the black banner. The police soon 
reorganized, however, and again charged the 
mob, who became demoralized and ran in every 
direction. 
IN IR ELA N D . 
C ham berlain D eclares U lster W ill N ever 
Subm it to llo m e Rule. 
Lo ndo n, October 1 ILh.—Chamberlain, speak­ 
ing at Kush Mills, County Antrim, to-day, said 
it was not the upper hut ihe poorer classes of 
Ulster that opposed the Parnellite proposals. 
He admitted that a part of the north of Ireland 
was strongly iu favor of homo rule, but was cer­ 
tain that if he could intuse into the people of 
Donegal tlie same resolute, law abiding disposi­ 
tion as that shown by the people of Antrim, the 
outcry for great constitutional changes would 
become little heard. If it was decided ulti­ 
mately that home rule was desirable for the 
south of Irelaud, that would nut justify tlie im­ 
position of home rule ou Ulster, which, under 
no circumstances, would submit to it. 


GERMANY’S FUTURE. 
The E m peror and Son E ntering the D ark 
V alley—T he People A nxious. 
New York, October 1-tth.—Dr. Wolfred Nel­ 
son, of tnis city, who has just returned from 
Germany, says that when in Baden-Haden a few 
days ago he was assured by physicians and 
other gentlemen who had trustworthy sources 
cf information, that tlie condition of the Crown 
i’rince, Frederick Wiliiam. is unquestionably 
Íirecarious. It is admitted now that he is suf 
ering from cancer of the throat, similar to that, 
of General Grant. 
In spite of all official opinions to the contrary. 
German physicians consider the Prince airead’v 
a doomed man. The very severe caustics used 
have destroyed not oniy the tissue primarily af­ 
fected. but the parts themselves, bo severe has 
tile treatment Been that some portions of the 
bony tissue are now visible. 
THE PEOPI.E ALARMED. 
Conservative Germaus, Dr. Nelson added, 
view tlie probability of the Crown Pi iucc's early 
demise with much alarm. The Emperor is past 
SI years, and has had several pseudo apoplectic 
seizures, though this has been industriously de­ 
nied. His death is liable to occur at auy mo­ 
ment. 
With the Crown Prince as the Emperor's suc­ 
cessor. it is believed the peaceful policy would 
be maintained, and that Bismarck’s influence 
would be less predominant. But if lie is at 
death's door the Imperial power will soon fall 
to Prince William, the Crown Prince’s eldest 
son. He is a young man of 28 years, aud is said 
to be every inch a soldier. People who know 
hint say he is bold, impetuous and fiery, and is 
ambitious to make a name as a warrior. Much 
apprehension is therefore feit in regard to Ger 
many's future. 
BOULANGERISMS. 
Some T alk of Running B oulanger for a 
Seat in Congress. 
Paris, October 11th.—Rumors were persist­ 
ently ci'OuTated to-day that General Boulanger 
had resigned bis commission in the anny. The 
order relieving Boulanger from his command 
and placing lam under arrert directs that he be 
placed under clo-e arrest for thirty days. Dur­ 
ing that time the Ministry is to decide whether 
he ne deprived of his command. The Radical 
members of the Chamber to-day deeded to make 
him a candidate for that body if he resigned or 
was removed from his command. 
HE BELIEVED IN GOOD CLOTHEo. 
Pants. October 1-tth.—At a meeting ot the 
Budget Committee to-day Cavagnae stated that 
Boulanger iu December last ordered au outlay 
of8,l'2S.OOO francs to- clothing for the Territorial 
Reserves. Tins expenditure. Cavugoae said 
had not been authorized by the Chamber ot 
Deputies, and was therefore illegal. 


A W IFE ’S SACRIFICE. 
M rs. H ughes H allett P leads for H er H us­ 
band's Forgiveness. 
Lo n do n, October 11th.—Mrs. Hughes Hallett 
has addressed au appeal to the Conservative 
Committee of Rochester, asking them not to call 
upon her husband to resign his seat in Parlia­ 
ment.

THE UTAH QUESTION. 
A Congressm an’s Flan for A dm itting 
Utah and K illing Polygam y, 
\Copynght, 13S7, by the California Associated 
W a sh ing to n, October 14th.—[bpeeial.J-TTl 
T ucker. Chairman of the House Committee on 
Judiciary at the last session of Congress in a 
conversation lo-dav about the admission of 
I tah as a State, saia : '• The power of Congress 
to govern the Territories gives it control over 
polygamy in them, as long as they remain in 
the condition of Territories; but if once admit­ 
ted into the Union as States that control ceases 
It is obvious that, whatever the Constitution 
now adopted by Utah eondemring pole gamy 
may provide, it will be competent for her to 
change it after her admission inti the Union 
Nor can any Constitution be imposed by Com 
gress on her which will divest her of this un­ 
questionable power. 
"As a co-equal member ot the Union she can 
hold that relation only on like terms with everv 
other State. The powers reserved to her must 
be the same as those reserved to Virginia or 
Massachusetts. That being so, to prevent a 
po ygumous member from joining the Union is 
only possible iu one of two ways. 
•'first—^To keep Utah iu a Territorial candition 
permanently. But this is contrary to the'genias 
ot our free institutions. To govern an unrepre­ 
sented people permanently is worse than foliy 
It is au^ffense to the principles of Anglo-Amer­ 
ican liberty. A temporary Government, until 
the young Territory can take her position in the 
Union as her real estate is unavoidable, but it 
ought to cease as soon as the people are organ­ 
ized foi real self-government. 
‘\Seeond—^The only other course to be pursued 
is to adopt the constitutional amendment re­ 
ported by the Judiciary Committee of the House 
in May, 1886, and which for lack of time, rould 
not !>e acted ou. It would have passed the House 
with great certainty nud it come to a vote it 
proposes to make polygamy a crime everv when* 
iu the Union, both in States and Territories— 
a crime against our system of civilization—as 
treason is a crime against the Union, and as 
monarchial Governments are forbidden to every 
State. 
"It then proposes to give jurisdiction to the 
Courts of the I nited States to trv this crime, 
and to Congress the power to declare bylaw, 
the punishment therefor. But, lest this should 
be construed into giviug Congress power over 
questions of marrfllges and divorces in States, 
the amendment proposed excludes such a con­ 
structions by clear aud emphatic language. 
"Ir this amendment be adopted, Utah m aybe 
admitted at once, and polygamy can never be 
revived iu that ótate, or auy where else. I hope 
to se£ it adopted, and then to see I'tah iu the 
Union as a State, divested of this institution 
which is so wholly alien to the American view 
of Christian civilization."

Speaking of Califor­ 
nia. he says: " The rejection of the surveys of 
many townships, found upon examination to 
have been fraudulently executed, lias caused a 
large amount of correspondence between the 
Surveyor-General and settlers in the rejected 
townships, who are constantly asking when 
resurveys will be-ordered. The greater part of 
the unsurveyed land iu California that is now 
regarded as survey able is considered very val 
uable. consisting of brushy hills, producing the 
best vines ami choicest fruits, and a great de­ 
mand exists for surveys of such lands. The 
óurveyor-General urges that higher rates for 
surveys be allowed, in order to prevent fraud 
and collusion induced by surveyors relying 
upon interested parties for assistance. W’hen 
legal rates for surveys arc insufficient, an iu- 
creared clerical force is necessary for the cur­ 
rent work, end t*» enable copies of field notes 
required fir District I.and Officers and certified 
copies for United States Courts to be furnished, 
ami also for making correct indexes of the 
field notts of existing surveys." 


D ETRO IT DEFEATED. 
The W orld’s Cham pion Rail C ontest 
N early a Tie. 
New York, October 14th.—The first game in 
the Eu*-t for the world’s championship between 
the Detroit and St. Louis clubs was played at 
Washington l’ark, Brooklyn, to-day. There 
were 10,000 spectators. The weather was very 
chilly. When the teams appeared on the field 
they received a welcome aud enthusiastic 
plaudits in turn, although it looked as though 
the people rather favored the League team. 
As Brooklyn is an Association city, this sign 
could not be accounted tor, except in explana­ 
tion that perhaps* the townsmen were not 
altogether pleased that the St. Louis men should 
have attained such a pronounced lead in the 
race with their fellows. The spectators were 
not altogether satisfied, for the giimc, in a large 
majority of the innings, was of the mechanical 
order.

NO PANIC IM M INENT. 
How a R right R eporter Failed to U nder­ 
stand a F inancier. 
Cl ev ela n d, October 14th.—Chauncey M. De- 
pcw arrived iu this city this evening with Van­ 
derbilt. He was shown a dispatch which had 
beeu widely cixeulated as an interview with 
him in St. Louis, iu which he was quoted as 
predicting that a terrible financial panic was 
about to overtake the country.

The up­ 
per bed of Salt lies beneath about fifty 
yards of marl; the lower bed, separated 
from the first by ten yards of marl, is over 
thirty- yards thick. The sinking was first 
noticed about 1770, a century after tlie first 
discovery of salt, and has progressed rapidly 
since.

PIONEER EXPERIENCES. 


JOüRSEYISGS TO CALIFORI VA IN’ 
EARLY DAYS. 


S om e o f tb e T rials a n d A m u eiug 
In cid en ts M et W ith on th e P a n ­ 
am a R o u te is th e '508. 


[T he following reminiscences o f travel 
h y the Panam a route in pioneer days were 
w ritten fo r the R e c o r d -U n io n b y R e v . 
Joseph R iwell, pastor of the Mariners' 
Church, San Francisco, 


gee ted by his remarks at the recent th ir­ 
tieth 
Congregational 
Association anni­ 
versary, in this city :} 
Let us place ourselves back at New 
York, in 1861. 
The steamer for Panama 
is to sail at 10 o'clock this morning. 
We 
hurry down to the dock on N orth river. 
The wharf is crowded with freight, bag­ 
gage, trucks and emigrants, mingled in 
utter confusion. 
But at last, after much 
struggling, swearing, crying of children, 
and help from policemen, we all get on 
board 
and are packed away somehow, 
twelve hundred of ue in a steamer made to 
carry live hundred, and the sweltering, 
wearisome voyage begins. 
No particular event or excitement occurs 
until we approach 
the dreaded Cape 
Halteras. Many are the anxious inquiries, 
and when the Captain responds, “ W esliall 
be there to-morrow at 9 o’clock,” the word 
robs many of half a night’s rest. 
The 
set time comes, and we are there. 
It is 
rough ; great seas toss us about, and many 
novices are seriously 
frightened; 
but 
there is little real danger, and soon we are 
in smoother water again. 


TROPIC BEAUTY AND SQUALLS. 
A few mornings later we are waked 
from sweet sleep by odors rivaling those 
of “ Arabv, the blest,” pervading the 
whole ship. 
In wonder and delight, all 
hurry on their clothes and crowd on deck, 
and there, close on hand, as it seems to us, 
lie the shores of Jamaica, smiling on us 
in tropic luxuriance and beauty. 
It is a 
lovely vision, and some wish they could be 
set ashore and spend the rest of life there. 
B ut wiser ones reply, “ One day’s life 
there would make you wish yourselves 
aboard the ship again.” 
Soon the beautiful isle is far astern 
and fades from sight, and in one more 
day’s saii comes the fierce contrast. 
A 
white squall 
breaks on as suddenly, 
first flattens the waves level like a house 
floor, and then covers the whole face of 
the sea with foam, six feet deep appar­ 
ently, catches the ship, careens her fear­ 
fully, and w ith a ripping roar louder than 
many thunders, tears -away everything 
movable, and fills the ship with terror, 
screams and prayers. 
But in a few honrs 
all the fury is past, and with no serious 
damage done the ship is got on her way 
again. 
PREPARING FOR OVERLAND. 
A few mornings later the late sleepers 
are roused with the joyful cry of “ land !” 
“ land !” 
It is the truth, and a happier 
crowd than we was never seen. 
In a few 
honrs we round a rocky bluff, and are at 
anchor in a bight called the port of Chagres. 
A ll loose baggage is hastily packed, and as 
fast as their effects are got out of the hold, 
the passengers crowd ashore in boatloads, 
and all in boundless tum ult and confusion, 
bargaining for places in the curious river 
boats. 
The naked native boatmen have 
learned enough of English to be able to 
name the price of passage, and no jabber­ 
ing elocpience of those who “ have been 
there before,” 
can 
move 
them. 
We 
must pay first w hat they ask, for there is 


b o competition. 
Indeed, in such a crowd 
we are glad not to be left behind. 


A PROVIDENTIAL INCIDENT. 
Shall I here relate a bit of personal ex­ 
perience, showing how God takes better 
care of his own than they can do for them ­ 
selves. 
W hile in New York I engaged 
professional packers to pack my books and 
all my earthly goods in waterproof pack­ 
ages, so that they might not be ruined by 
the rains and mud of the Isthmus, but 
they delayed their work so that I nearly 
lost my passage, and hail to leave my 
property on the dock, to be put aboard or 
not as the mate might see fit, and he told 
me that they would not go aboard if I left 
fliem there. 
But I was compelled to do 
so, as I had to go up town. 
I got back to 
tbe ship as they were casting off her lines, 
and could only see that my packages were 
not on the wharf. 
Every day of the voy­ 
age, when passengers were permitted ac­ 
cess to their baggage, I looked for mine in 
Tain, and when we arrived at Chagres I 
took my stand at the hatch and waited till 
all the baggage was on deck, and with 
every passenger was gone on shore. 
But 
-at last among the freight my things ap­ 
peared, and all safe. 
But how was I to 
get up the river? 
W hen I reached the 
shore it was just as 1 anticipated, every 
boat was gone, and I was left alone in one 
of the most pestilential holes in the world. 
B ut I was perfectly calm. 
I knew that in 
some way l rod would provide for me. 
I 
left all my things on the river bank, and 
took a walk 
to find 
what I might. 
Soon 
turning 
a 
bend 
in 
the 
river I saw a boat with an awning in 
charge of a white man. 
I went directly 
to him and stated my case: 
“ I am a 
clergyman, going to live at Panama, to 
preach the gospel th e re; and, through no 
fault of mine, am left behind.” 
He 
straightened himself up, looked me in the 
face and said: “ Say th at again.” “ I am 
bound for Panama, to live and prcacli the 
gospel there.” 
He saw I was in earnest, 
and said: “ This is Adams & Co.’s express 
boat, and we never take passenger-. 
But, 
if you are going to preach in that damned 
hole, I will take you.” 
So, just in conse­ 
quence of that vexing and seemingly un­ 
fortunate delay in New York, instead of 
being packed in among a sweltering, swear­ 
ing, lighting, drunken crowd for three 
days’ river passage, I was the only pas­ 
senger on the be-t boat, with the best crew, 
on the river, with room to sit, or lie down, 
or walk atxuit: able to read, or pray, or do 
what 
I pleased. 
How many times I 
thanked God, for what I had counted a 
misfortune. 


TOO MUCH OF A GOOD THING. 
But let us take up our strange voyage. 
For the first ten miles the water is deep 
and we trust to oars. Almost immediately 
we plunge into a dense mass of under- 
g T o w th , and are overwhelmed and sick­ 
ened w ith an ocean of perfume. 
It is the 
breath of magnolias, overspreading the 
miles and miles of swamp land all around 
us. One magnolia is sweet, but millions 
are nauseous. We are all glad to get away 
from this deluge of sweetness, and into a 
region where a rift, here and there, lets 
onr vision through into reaches of gorgeous 
and luxuriant vegetation, surpassing all 
description. 
Then, with the first rays of 
the sun, numberless parrots in vivid sheen, 
flit across our way, filling the air with 
their discordant screams. And there is a 


TREE THRONGED W ITH MONKEYS, 
Chattering their displeasure at our intru­ 
sion. 
A huge and horrible-looking lizard 
runs up the bank. 
Oar leader calls it an 
Iguana, and says it is as good as chicken 
for food. 
Nothing but starvation could 
persuade us to eat such a loathsome crea­ 
ture. 
Yonder, on a sandbank, lies a 
muddy, black log, which starts up at our 
approach, and rolls into the water. 
It is 
an alligator. 
We round a curve, and lo ! a 
native village. 
A cluster of huts, with 
walls of bamboo, filled in with mud, and 
roofs of grass and huge leaves. 
Outside 
are troops of mangy dogs, naked, big- 
bellied children (dirt^caters), and half- 
naked 
women, 
with 
“ calabashes” of 
o ran g es, limes aad bananas for sale. 
We 
do not stop for them. 
Everything about 
the place looks dirty and h eath en ish .

HARD 
BOATING AND ROUGH SLEETING. 
And now we pass the reach of tide­ 
water, and the river grows shallow. 
Oars 
are laid aside, and hour after hour our 
men, clad only in wide grass hats and a 
cloth about the body (some do not have 
even this), walk, tramp, tramp, tramp, 
silent sometimes, and sometimes with a 
“ hoo, hoo, hoo,” along the broad gunwale 
of 
the 
boat, 
thrusting 
their 
long 
poles against the bottom of the river ana 
pushing us up the rapid stream. 
During 
all the midday hours little occurs to re­ 
lieve the still, oppressive monotony and 
the mighty down-pour of the sun. 
H ere 
and there we pass a few fruit-laden orange 
trees or a banana patch, and there often 
falls upon us from somewhere a sad wail 
as of a small muffled b e ll; it is the “ pa- 


TATTOOING ART. 


INDELIBLE DECORATION OF THE 
HUMAN BODY. 


A t night we tie to the shore, and every­ 
body, men, women and children, get ashore 
as fast as possible to stretch their cramped 
limbs, run about on the grass and in the 
woods, build fires to cook a little food, and 
by and by to fall asleep in groups and 
catch their first installm ent of “ Panama 
fever.” 
Till day breaks no sound is heard 
but the occasional howl of a wakeful dog 
or the singular scream of the “ pum a” or 
tropic panther. 
By an hour after sunrise all are packed 
in the boats again, and yesterday’s story is 
gone over again, wearily, most wearily. 
But on the next day all is excitement, we 
are approaching Cruces, and every boat is 
trying for the first landing. 
At last a cry 
from the forward boat, and all the others 
take it up, “ Cruces, Cruces.” W hat univer­ 
sal joy, and yet how little occasion, save 
that fewer days of suffering remain. 


M U L E -R ID IN G U N D ER D IF F IC U L T IE S . 
Now comes 
the struggle for mules. 
There are too few to supply all, and some, 
compelled to walk, curse their luck, not 
knowing th at they are the really fortunate 
ones (provided they are well and strong). 
I chose to go on foot, both for ease and lib­ 
erty, and also to be able to care for help­ 
less ones. 
Side-saddles are unknown, and 
women must ride as they can. 
Children 
are packed on the backs of men (and so 
with 
fragile 
freight). 
But 
the pack 
mules are a sight to see. 
L ittle crea­ 
tures 
four feet 
high, 
or 
less, with 
two 
hundred - pound 
cases 
strapped 
on 
their 
sides 
or 
with 
baggage 
piled on them three or four feet high, till 
one wonders where the mule is. 
But they 
are sagacious, and, though vicious, trust­ 
worthy. 
Band after band start out into the wild, 
luxuriant forest, and soon Cruces seems 
utterly forsaken by all life. 
On we troop, 
trying to pass each other, but unable to 
excite the least raeing-fever in our mules. 
For a time all goes smoothly and all are 
“so glad to have left those horrid boats,” 
when suddenly, “slosh, slosh,” we plunge 
into a sea of mud. 
In vain feet and gar­ 
ments are held up, we are sloshed and 
plastered from head to foot, till it is hard 
to recognize a brother, or a wife. 
Cursing 
and laughter mingle, and the mules care 
for neither. 
This experience is often re­ 
peated through the day, varied with pas­ 
sages over rough, rocky steeps and narrow 
defiles. 
All have been cautioned against 
drinking the Isthumus water, and one tall 
lady who had taken too much claret, falls 
her whole length in deep mud. 
1 pull 
her out, but cannot get her on her mule 
again, till I have lightened her very much 
by scraping her with a stick. Y et through 
all the peril of mud and precipices, my 
wife, who drank the Isthmus water, rode 
safely with her saddle girth (because of 
careless •‘cinching”), not touching 
the 
belly of the m u le! 


AN INTERESTING SITUATION. 
And now we reach a dark defile, when 
suddenly a long drawn “ hoo ” comes from 
somewhere. 
Every mule stops instantly, 
and no curses or blows can move them. 
They know more than their riders. 
W e 
wait and wait, and by and by there 
emerges a laden mule, and another, and a 
long train. 
H ad we not met them in the 
defile, passage would have been impossible. 
Our turn comes. Our warning 
hoo” is 
unanswered, and in we go. 
The footway 
is worn by feet of mules into regular holes, 
two or three feel deep, and into these each 
mule sets his feet w ith precision. 
In 
passing wc Bhudder to think what must 
have happened had we m et a train like 
ours; and we bless our sagacious mules for 
regarding that warning cry. 
N ight comes on, we leave our mules 
and all who can creep into bamboo huts, 
scattered all along the .wood route, glad to 
get a cup of coflce or a roasted plantain, 
and sleep on beds of sticks (paying well 
for all), while the owners disappear and 
are seen no more till morning. 


ON TH E PACIFIC— REACHING TH E GOLDEN 
GATE. 
A t last Panama looms in the distance, 
and another anxiety rises, “ W ill the wait­ 
ing steamer have room for us all 7” 
She 
has not, and some of these wives and chil­ 
dren, with more of the men, will be sleep­ 
ing in yonder desolate, “ foreign ” burying 
ground before another steamer comes. 
But all who can be packed in, law or no 
law, get aboard, and a glad farewell is 
hurled at this fascinating fearful land. 
We need not describe the “ Pacific ” pas­ 
sage— beautiful islands, pleasant breezes, 
wasting hot Acapulco, sharp-breathed Cape 
.St. Lucas, smoking Colima, wistful gazing 
at the long ranges of California's shores, 
the exhilarating west winds, the famous 
“ Golden Gate,” the fort and Alcatraz, the 
anchorage, and then, the fleet of boats 
carrying as to the shore, and the shout 
from hundreds of throats as our feet press 
at last the soil of golden California. 


C o st o f t h e T r ip . 
The idea that the President is “ paying 
all the expenses” on the trip he is now en­ 
joying is emphasized by the Democratic 
newspapers. 
Well, the facts are just these: 
The cost will be the bare railroad fare 
from point to point, and, as the entire dis­ 
tance is exactly 4,436 miles, it will cost 
the President $133 08 at three cents a 
mile for each member of the party. 
The 
report that he will have to pay a large 
sum for the use of the special train is non­ 
sense. H e will do nothing of the kind. lie 
will pay his fare, and will accept the cour­ 
tesies of the owners of the special cars, of 
course. 
They have been freely tendered, 
and it is not likely that the President 
would be so discourteous as to offer pay­ 
ment for their use. 
If he should under­ 
take to do so, it would cost him half a 
year’s salary. 
No private citizen could 
secure that (rain for less than a thou­ 
sand dollars a day, and it is extremely 
doubtful if it could be engaged for even 
that price. 
W hile nobody objects to the 
President’s journey, and everybody wishes 
that he may have his fill of enjnvment and 
learn much of the States he condescends to 
stop in long enough to learn anything, it 
is well that the false pretenses in regard to 
the trip should be punctured, and the ex­ 
act facts stated.— Hartford Evening Post.

Y o k o h o m a , August 30, 1S87. 
Since I was a little fellow at school, and 
pricked writing fluid into to my hand in 
stars and bars and wonderful geometrical 
figures, I have had a lasting desire to be 
tattooed by some one who could do the 
work well. 
The tattooed man in the 
circus 
always took precedence in mv 
estimation, even of the elephant, while the 
rough rings and clasped hands on the arms 
of sailor friends seemed the best accom­ 
plishment of art. 
Y et with the many 
chances thrown in my way to obtain this 
desired decoration, I made up my mind 
years ago to wait until fortune brought 
me to Japan where I knew that the finest 
work of the kind was done. 
Once on tire 
M editerranean, whose sailors are famed for 
tattooing, I went so far as to have the de­ 
sign laid on but backed out at tbe last 
moment. 
Fortune has repaid me for my 
long waiting, for 
now instead of the 
heavy 
designs 
seen 
so 
commonly, 
I have as airy and pretty a picture as 
could be drawn with a pen. 
In Japan 
this delicate art of 


DECORATING T n E HUMAN BODY 
W ith colors 1ms been carried to its highest 
point, and until in 1868, when for some 
unaccountable reason tattooing was pro­ 
hibited by the remodeled Government, the 
tattooer was as well known and lionized as 
is the famous porcelain painter or water- 
color artist of to-day. 
Not content with a 
single mark, the aspiring Japanese youth 
would have himself covered with the most 
elalwrate and intricate designs | I have 
seen men completely covered in this most 
perfect-fitting of costumes from neck to 
ankles and wrists. 
A pretty face, in the 
popular, conventionalized style of native 
art, might be upon the breast, the robes of 
the figure would curve about and the long 
sleevew would twist into graceful folds; 
snakes and dragons would wind themselves 
around the limbs, while birds, butterflies, 
bamboo branches and armed warriors found 
place upon the trunk. 
Red and blue or 
black are the usual colors, but owing to 
the dark skin of the coolie they show less 
distinctly than on the skin of a European. 
An American gentleman, son of the most 
popular of our poets, has been tattooed, 
probably in the highest style of the art, 
and has the best examples of this work, 
done by a famous Ozaka man, to be seen. 
A square inch a day was the lim it of 
progress, and months were taken to accom­ 
plish the designs, but its completion is 
worth the trouble, and it seems a pity that 
he should wear a shirt to hide so beautiful 
a piece of work. 


PERSONAL EXPERIENCE IN TH E ART. 
H aving signified my desire to be thus 
ornamented, I was told that it could easily 
be done, as the law against tattooing did 
not apply to foreigners. 
I set a day and 
hour, and’ said I would go to the artist’s 
house instead of having him, as was usual, 
come to my room at the hotel, for 1 was 
curious to see where he lived and in what 
his surroundings differed from other peo­ 
ple’s if at ail. 
The day fixed upon was 
rainy beyond all expression, and with a 
rush from the door i placed myself com­ 
paratively dry in a covered jinrikisha, and 
then being wrapped over again with oiled 
silk which left me just opening enough to 
breath through and to catch a glimpse of 
the grass-coated and hatted coolie wjio 
carried me, 1 was splashed along at a merrv 
gait. 
The streets of the native town cif 
Yokohama are more than badrand when 
the coolie stopped and unwound my en­ 
velope I was in a cross and chilled-through 
state which was not improved when I 
found that I would lie obliged to tramp 
through slash for some distance, :is the 
“ street ” where the artist lived was not 
wide enough to adm it even my little 
vehicle. 
The coolie rolled up my trow.-ers 
(the prior fellow was not annoyed by any 
of his own) and held my umbrella as I 
picked my way along. 


TH E TATTOOER’s HOME. 
A close fence of bamboo with a small 
wicket gate separated the house from the 
street.’’ 
Bending double to enter, I found 
myself at his door, where, taking off my 
shoes, according to custom, I was ushered 
into the house through the paper door. 
The coolie followed me in, to explain my 
errand, he said, but I found it was more to 
show his own tattooing, .which was of a 
very elaborate kind, and covered his body 
and limbs to knees and elbows, something 
like a bathing suit. 
The room was small; 
some flower-pots with cobias in them stood 
near a glazed window; a most expensive 
and brilliant shrine, with carved, wooden 
Buddha, was on a bracket; a painted silk 
lantern hung from 
the 
ceiling 
with ; 
cloisonne-work top and base. 
A little case 
of drawers, where the artist kept his instru­ 
ments, occupied one corner, and a couch or , 
mattress raised a few inches from the floor 
was spread beside it. 


SELECTING A PATTERN. 
Ujion this, I seated myself in Oriental 
fashion, cross-legged, and examined a num­ 
ber of books of designs which were given 
me to chose from. 
I had to take much 
into consideration in this choice, for as 
whatever was put on must remain all my 
life, 1 had to think of every jiossible ob­ 
jection to each of the pretty pictures, until 
I finally decided upon a red and blue 
snake, to have wound around my arm. 
The old man raised his eyebrows a little, 
and said: “ It is, indeed, very beautiful; 
but if you have a wife, or expect one, it 
might prove disagreeable, for most women 
are afraid of snakes.” 
I told him that I 
had no wife, and was not exjiecting any ; 
but it was best to provide for all risks, so I 
made a sacrifice to that “ not impossible 
she,” and turned over the pages till three 
little swallows in flight attracted my eye, 
and I chose them. But no, these would not 
do, for the old man told me th at they 
were a 
sign, and 
put 
upon persons 
of another class than th at to which I be­ 
longed, and were used only by women, 
anyway. 
A pretty girl in rich robes, all 
red, blue and black, was my next choice, 
but the old man suggested that my jiossi- 
ble wife might possibly sometime be jeal­ 
ous and think it was the picture of an old 
flame. 
A t last I iound a most non-com­ 
m ittal humming bird, with bright plumage, 
and as the artist brought up no objections 
to this, I decided to have it. 


JAPANESE ADMIRATION. 
Taking off my upper clothing, I seated 
myself again oa the mat. The old man 
clapped his bands and his wife and daugh­ 
ter came in, busying themselves in arrang­ 
ing his desk, ail the time paying me com­ 
pliments upon the whiteness of my skin, 
and admiring it in the light of a back­ 
ground 
fo r tattooer’s work. 
The man, 
with a hair-pencil and India ink, drew the 
outlines of the bird upon my arm with 
great care. 
H e was an old man, almost 
blind, and it seemed remarkable that he 
could do such fine work, but by making 
use only of the brightest part of the day 
he succeeds better even than younger men, 
his years of constant 
practice having 
helped him to acquire a touch and pre­ 
cision almost infallible. 
Tbe instruments 
were sharp steel needles, with long wooden 
handles; sometimes these handles' held 
two or three points; but those with one 
point were oftener user!, the others being 
for long, straight lines or masses only. 
Holding a brush filled with ink in his left 


hand, he dipped the .needle into it and 
then 


STUCK TH E IN K ED POINT INTO TH E FLESH 
Along the drawn lines, always inking the 
needle before each prick. Having pricked 
a little way he would wash off tne ink to 
see whether it were necessary to repeat the 
process. 
In this manner the outlines and 
every feather was done in black ink and 
then the whole being washed over with 
water, left the lines ‘showing distinctly. 
Several places needed repricking. 
This 
pricking really hurts one no more than 
when by accident a sewing-needle pene­ 
trates the flesh ; it is the knowledge of its 
coming anrt the constant, repeated thou­ 
sand punctures that give the pain and rack 
the nerves, so th at little can be done at a 
time. 
As I was in a hurry, it being neces­ 
sary to catch the ship on the following 
day, I had the whole picture done in one 
afternoon. 
The outlines being in, the col­ 
ors were tilled in ; this was done with 
three needles at once, first the red from a 
vermilion-inked brush was put in in mass, 
then pricked over again with blue became 
a delicate purple, then some solid vermil­ 
ion and blue were put in in their proper 
places and a gray effect given some feath­ 
ers by not pricking in the black ink very 
close. 
Also a brown was used, and very 
little yellow or orange-color points were 
inserted. 


TH E EFFECT WAS BRILLIANT 
Even at first. 
The colors, each being stp- 
arated by black lines, had th at rich ap­ 
pearance known in the art of India, where 
no two colors touch. 
The whole piece 
was accomplished in three hours, and hav­ 
ing washed the arm carefully and being 
told not to bathe it for a week. I dressed 
and left the house. 
My bill for the work, 
which also inclmied some very fine letter­ 
ing, was but (five yen (nearly four dollars 
and one-half.) 
The tattooing Ls expen­ 
sive, from a native stand-point, but tbe 
years of labor required to make a good 
artist are worth the pay. 
My arm swelled a iittle in the after­ 
noon and pained me some also the next 
(lav, but after . that there was no trouble. 
Of course all the skin over the picture 
came off’ and new grew o n : that over the 
vermilion taking longest except the yel­ 
low, which remained 
for 
many weeks 
unhealed. 
Judging 
from 
this 
and 
the 
care 
the 
man 
exercised 
with this yellow, I take it to have con­ 
tained some poisonous substance. 
When 
the healing was completed the picture was 
most brilliant and has, instead of fading, 
continued 
to grow more distinct and 
bright. 
Tattooing as is so often said, is 
not confined among civilized people to 
soldiers and sailors, for almost every man 
who visits the island for any length of 
time, carries away some lasting and beauti­ 
ful momento of this kind. 
The son of the 
Prince of Wales when here, although care­ 
fully watched to prevent him, avoided his 
watchers and was marked for life. 


TH E TATTOOING OF PRINCES 
Has a queer example in Bernadotte, King 
of Sweden. 
During his life no one saw 
his arm bared, and he never would be bled 
in the asual place until one day it became 
necessary 
H e made the physician swear 
that during the K ing’s life he would 
not 
tell 
what 
he 
saw. 
The 
doctor 
told 
after 
the 
death 
of 
Bernadotte that it was a Cap of Liberty 
with the words “ Mort au Roi ” (“ Death 
to the K ip g ” ), which he, when a rabid 
democrat during the French Revolution, 
had indelibly marked upon him, little 
knowing what the future, in huge joke, 
had in store for him. 
Some fellows, I 
know, have had the name of some fair one 
marked upon them, and now have the ex­ 
quisite pleasure of daily viewing it, and 
recalling the day long since when that fair 
one gave them “ the mitten.” 
All senti­ 
ments thus indelibly stamped had best be 
avoided in this mutable world, but a pretty 
picture or mark tattooed 
ujkui the bodv is 
truly worth having. 
Some say it may lead 
to the detection of the owner when lie 
least wishes to be known, but it may also 
help the returned rich uncle from foreign 
land to know his nephew, and make over 
his fortune to him in the good old way. 


TH E HISTORY OF TATTOOING 
Reaches hack into antiquity. The ancient 
Britons did it and 
the Piets derived 
their name 
from their 
painted skins, 
which were colons! with her!- pricked 
into the flesh. 
W illiam of Malmesbury, 
after the Norman conquest, speaks of this 
practice as an English vice (?). 
Arabs in­ 
dulge, as well as ail the Pacific I-landers; 
the whole world. America, India, Asia. 
Africa, civilized and -savage, still cling to 
tills art. 
Tattooing is said to have begun 
in Scythia, where some women amused 
themselves by pricking pictures into the 
skins of Thracian captive women. 
It is 
mentioned in the Bible, somewhere in 
Leviticus, I am told, but diligent search 
has not revealed it to me.

F oreign W h eat S u p plies. 
Americans who do not understand why 
wheat is so cheap, though the crop here 
Ls comparatively small, certainly 27,000,­ 
000 bushels less than that of last year, 
may find an answer in the statistics ol the 
International Corn M arket at Vienna, re- 
ccived by the hist mail from Europe. 
These rejiorts have been prepared for 
many years with the greatest care, and in 
commercial circles abroad are trusted even 
more than official statements. 
They show 
that the yield in 1887 has been remark­ 
ably large, and says the London Economist’s 
Vienna correspondent: 
“ But for the do 
cline in the production of the United 
States and India prices would probably • 
have fallen very heavily. 
Even under ex­ 
isting 
conditions 
prices remained low 
and trade the first day was slow.” 
The yield in Austria is reported at 17 
per cent, above the average and in H un­ 
gary 20 per cent. 
It is estimated that 
Austro-Hungarv 
will 
have 
33,000,090 
bushels to export. 
In Bavaria the crop is 
about 20 per cent, above the average; in 
Great Britain and Ireland, 20 per cent.; 
in Servia, 40 per cen(.; in L ittle W'al- 
lachia, 25 per cent.; in Central Russia, 
18 per cent.; in Clierson, 20 per cent.; 
other Rnssian districts ranging from 90 to 
100, reckoning 100 as the average. 
The 
yield in Switerland is rated as 110, in 
France 106, in Holland 102, in Denmark 
and Sweden 100 and in Italy 90. 
The 
wheat crop in India is reported a- 6,090,­ 
000 tons, against 7,739,000 last year, but 
exports from that country depend largely 
on rates made Ijy railroads and dealers. 
This country has probably about 431,­ 
000,000 bushels, estimating from the last 
report of the Bureau, beside about 48,­ 
000,000 carried over from last year. 
The 
quantity exported in Ju ly of wheat and 
flour was equal to 16,589,880 bushels of 
of wheat and exports in August were also 
large, but a decline has becm ol*erved as 
the new supplies abroad are assured. W ith

HINTS FOR THE HOUSEHOLD. 


Salt and water clean willow furniture. 
For scraping kettles a large clam shell is 
excellent. 
To save table scrubbing have your dish 
table covered with zinc. 
Clean stoves when cold with any stove 
polish mixed with alum water. 
Fry some apples occasionally. 
Fried 
apples will remove the edge from many a 
hard meal. 
New. tins should lie set over the fire with 
boiliug water in them for several hours be­ 
fore food is put into them. 
Spots may be taken from gilding by im­ 
mersing the article in a solution of alum 
iu pure soft water. 
Dry with sawdust. 
Lemon juice and sugar, mixed very 
thick, is useful to relieve coughs and sore 
throats. 
It must be very acid as well as 
sweet. 
A little borax added to the water in 
which scarlet napkins and red-liordered 
towels arc washed will prevent them from 
fading. 
Plaster busts may be cleaned by dipping 
them into thick liquid cold starch—clear 
starch mixed with cold water—-and brush­ 
ing them when dry. 
Plaster of paris mixed with water about 
like paste is good for closing cracks in stove 
ovens, firebricks, old coal-scuttles, water- 
pots and a great many other things. 
Finger marks may be removed from var­ 
nished furniture by the use of a little 
sweet oil upon a soft rag. 
Patient rubbing 
with chloroform will remove paint from 
black silk or any other material. 
; 
Steel knives which are not in general 
use may be kept from rusting if they are 
dipped iu a strong solution of soda, one 
part water to four of soda; then wipe dry, 
roll in flannel and keep in a dry place. 
For making hair oil that is not injurious 
to the hair: Castor oil, k pint; 95-per-cent, 
alcohol, Í p in ^ tincture cantharides, A 
ounce; oil of bergamot, 2 drachms.

the m ixture a pale pink with alkanet root.

Tea stains are very difficult to get out if 
neglected. 
They should be soaked in 
either milk or warm water as soon as pos­ 
sible, and then soaped and rubbed out. 
‘ The next washing will efface them wholly.

To take creases out of drawing paper or 
engravings, lay the paper or engraving 
face downward on a sheet of smooth, un­ 
! sized white paper, cover it with another 
sheet of the same very slightly damp and 
iron with a moderately warm flatiron.—

Cost ok F en cin g F a rm L ands.—Pro­ 
fessor Scott, in his recent work on “ Farm 
Fences,” estimates that for every acre of in­ 
closed land in the United Kingdom there 
is over £1 invested in fences; and that the 
annual maintenance of these fences costs 
something like 3s. per acre. 
Taking these 
figures in the aggregate, as applied to the 
45,000,000 acres of inclosed land in the 
United Kingdom, he shows the total capi­ 
tal sunk in fences to lie nearly $50,0'41,000, 
and the annual maintenance and re, air of 
these fences to cost at least £6,750,000. 
There is no denying, he thinks, that many 
existing fences might b? dispensed with to 
the great advantage of agriculture, quite 
apart from the expense of maintaining 
them. 
He also points out that the ex­ 
tended introduction of a cheap and durable 
system of wire-fencing renders possible still 
further economy in the matter of fences, 
referring more especially to 
barb-wire 
fences, in which fewer lines of wire make 
an equally efficient fence, and that with 
only one-half to one-fourth the number of 
posts which it is considered necessary to 
use in plain wire fencing or in post and 
rail fences.— London Times.

REPRESSING NIHILISM IN RUSSIA. 


The Russian Minister of the Interior 
has issued the following order: 
“ The gymrissia, high 'schools, and universities 
will henceforth refuse to receive a- pupils or 
students the children of domestic servants, 
peasants, t adesmen, petty shopkeepers, farm­ 
ers, and other* of like condition, whose pro­ 
geny should not be raised from the circle to 
which they belong, and be thereby led, as long 
experience has shown, to despise their parents, 
to become disconnected with their lot, and irri­ 
tated against the inevitable inequalities of the 
existing social positions. 
It is amazing that in this day of the 
world’s advance such an edict can be pos­ 
sible in a nation claiming to be a potent 
factor in progressive civilization. The de­ 
cree is aimed against Nihilism, in the 
hope to cheek the growth of that political 
and violent sect, by cutting off from the 
means of education the classes it is sup­ 
posed furnish the larger number of rperuits 
to the revolutionary party. But the edict 
goes beyond that, and amounts, as the 
Christian Union well says, “ to a virtual 
confession that the present political regime 
is incompatilde with popular education, 
and that the latter must therefore be sac­ 
rificed.” While all other civilized nations, 
therefore, are doing their utmost to popu­ 
larize knowledge, and advance social con­ 
ditions by educating the masses, Russia 
proposes to look backward to that period 
when favored classes alone enjoyed the 
benefits of learning. 
Yet the peasants; 
tradesmen, farmers and shop-keepers of 
Russia carry the great burden of taxation 
out of which the gymnasia, high schools 
and universities are supported. 
It is true 
that the Minister in the same paper con­ 
taining the edict quoted promises that 
gradually trade and technical 
schools 
shall be established for the children of the 
classes discriminated against, hut imperial 
promises are brittle, and the .vagueness 
which envelopes this one gives no comfort 
to the expectation the promise may raise. 
Viewed from this distance, and in the 
light given us upon the political and so­ 
cial questions of Russia, it would seem 
that the edict will 'defeat itself. It will 
make the 
acquirement 
of knowledge 
among the poorer classes a luxurv, the 
more to lie secretly sought and enjoyed be­ 
cause prohibited. 
Nihilism will appeal 
anew to tiie people with this edict as fresh 
evidence of the cruelty and harshness of 
a tyrannous Government, and as a result 
the ranks of the Revolutionists will be 
again recruited and their determination 
intensified. Such would certainly be the 
effect of any similar governmental order 
in any English-speaking nation. 11 the 
Government 
can 
successfully bar the 
avenues of learning against the poorer 
classes, it will make sharper still the line 
and higher the barrier between the upper 
and lower orders. 
The Church has not 
bridged this barrier, 
which 
Nihilism 
spans ; indeed, with all the potency of the 
reiigious element in the Russian character, 
and which is greater than in the people of 
almost any other nation, the aristocracy 
has drifted from it, and become careless 
concerning even forms and rites. The re­ 
ligious sentiment, however, has been the 
most powerful influence in the nation to 
keep the lower orders loyal to the Govern­ 
ment. 
While the aristocracy has doubted, 
and boldly shaken itself free from Church 
control, ii has never lost its power over the 
peasantry, for religion in Russia is a “ na­ 
tional institution,” says Mr. Heard in his 
recent admirable treatise. 
But the new 
edict will operate very forcibly to shpke 
the faith and the superstition bf the masses 
in the head of the nation and the Church. 
The Ru ssian underling has al wavs cher­ 
ished the hope of a better condition for his 
children, and the systems of popular edu­ 
cation were 
his chief encouragement. 
When, therefore, he finds these avenues 
barred 
against 
him, we must expect 
to see him break away from the old 
traditions and institutions and take up 
with some of the scores of sects that exist 
in Russia, and many of which are at the 
bottom hostile toexisting political systems. 
The antagonism between the higher and 
the lower clergy will be intensified, and 
unrest lie increased. Nihilism is the one 
and only influence that has bridged these 
divisions; that has spanned the immense 
distance between classes, and enrolled in 
its ranks noblemen and peasants, students 
and farmers, princes and tradesmen, and 
has united in a common purpose those who 
on no other platform, under existing cir­ 
cumstances, can possibly meet. 
It is the 
one and only influence in Russia that has 
ignored religious sects, clerical distinc­ 
tions, unbelief and faith alike, and taught 
that the first duty of the patriotic Russian 
is to the ideal State. 
It mu-t not be lost sight of that while 
we abhor the methods employed by Nihil­ 
ism, ami condemn the radicalism that con­ 
verts the Nihilist into a bloody avenger; 
an assa^in and a dynamite fiend, the main 
principles which underlie all his activity 
very closely resemble those which consti­ 
tute the framework and keel of our own 
ship of State. “Thus, the Nihilistic sect 
demand that irresponsible personal gov­ 
ernment shall yield, at least in part, to a 
representative system; they demand that 
the tyranny of the higher ecclesiastic over 
the lower priests and the people shall 
cease, and that the State Church shall 
recognize all men as worthy of participa­ 
tion in the national religious faith upon a 
common level—in fact, they really demand 
the separation of Church and State. Nihil­ 
ism demandsof Russia thegrant of a constitu­ 
tion to the people guaranteeing freedom of 
thought, press and education, and the 
punishment of official corruption and 
political immorality. It demands a rep­ 
resentative assembly, chosen by the free 
will of the people, and which shall, with 
the collaboration of a constitutional mon­ 
archy make the laws for the nation and ' 


protect the persons of the people against 
official whims and tyrannical edicts. In 
these claims Americans will fail to dis­ 
cover alarming demands, since they are no 
more than elementary rights. A political 
sect insisting upon these rights, and em­ 
bracing in its membership nobles whose 
social position gives place to their convic­ 
tion, and peasants whose aspirations all 
look to a loftier manhood, will not likely 
be crushed out by the attempt to close the 
avenues of education to the poorer classes. 


THE WISDOM OF PREPARATION. 


When the cholera ship Alesia arrived in 
the lower bay of New York harbor, the 


R e c o e d - U x i o n declared its belief that 
the caigo and baggage on the ship and the 
clothing of the passengers and the ship 
itself ought to be burned. 
In our issue of 
yesterday the Secretary of the State Board 
of Health expressed the same opinion, 
and declared that quarantine and fumiga­ 
tion are not enough. 
By the dispatches it 
appears that the Board of Health of New 
York is of the same opinion. 
It turns out 
that the quarantine of the ship has been 
farcical and grossly violated, and that 
communication between 
the ship, the 
quarantine shore and the city has been 
frequent, and never wholly interrupted. 
After but ten days’ detention, anu the 
fumigation of their clothing, the passen­ 
gers have been permitted to land and scat, 
ter through the country, and now the ship 
is at dock in New York city, loading for a 
return voyage. 
We venture the assertion that never be­ 
fore in the history of sanitary-regulation 
has there been such reckless defiance of 
ordinary quarantine rules. 
The Health 
Inspectors of New 
York have 
been 
guilty of the grossest negligence and most 
amazing stupidity. That the people and 
officials of New York should have sub­ 
mitted to this exposure is amazing. The 
reasons of the Recobd-Uniox for an­ 
nouncing its disbelief in the effectiveness 
of quarantine are based upon the positive 
evidence of its failure as against cholera 
in nearly all the Mediterranean ports, 
notably those of Italy, France and Spain; 
it is grounded upon the experiments of 
Brazil, Buenos Ayres, Chile, and other 
countries. 
All the testimony goes to show 
that, as against cholera, closing a port is 
the only correct procedure to insure its 
exclusion. 
The cholera germs have not been killed 
on the Alesia; they have not been ex­ 
terminated in the baggage of her passen­ 
gers by the brief fumigation; they are 
dormant in the cargo of that ship; they 
are active upon Swinburne island, and the 
ground where the fourteen victims are 
buried 
reeks 
with 
them, and next 
spring, 
if not earlier, they will by­ 
natural 
processes 
be 
scattered over 
the country. 
By the criminal negligence 
of the New York Health Inspectors the 
dread disease has been admitted to the 
country, and the chances of escaping its 
ravages are seven against us to three. 
It 
is unwise and cruel to create unnecessary 
alarm ; it is more so to fail to warn the 
people in time to adopt those sanitary pre­ 
cautions that tend to minimize the effects 
of the disease, and the first of these is the 
most scrupulous cleanliness in houses and 
cities and al! the streets, alleys, sewers, 
drains and filth deposits, and a rigorous 
house-to-house inspection by health officers 
and the enforcement of sanitary regula­ 
tions. 
No man has a right—by neglect, or 
stubborn refusal, or the claim of the sacred­ 
ness of his castle*—to imperil the family oí 
his neighbor. This is a case in which the 
right of society to protection rises superior 
to ali personal rights. It is not too early 
now to begin the cleansing and disinfecting 
process, since in every considerable com­ 
munity group it will require the whole 
time between this date and the opening of 
spring to accomplish the needed work. As 
the San Francisco Examiner puts it: 
“ If 
this country escapes a cholera epidemic, 
numbering its victims by hundreds of 
thousands, it will not be the fault of the 
New York health authorities. We have 
every reason to expect the epidemic, and 
the least we can do is to be prepared 
for it.” 


A NOTED WOMAN DEAD. 


The author of “John Halifax, Gentle­ 
man,” is dead. Among the earliest works 
of fiction which won cur attention was the 
initial novel of this talented writer. Even 
in the infancy of her genius Miss Muloeh 
was one of the brightest stars in the galaxy 
of faction. 
There have been very few 
writers who have so delicately delineated 
human character, or analyzed liunigij mo­ 
tives with keener insight into the motore 
of human action. 
When in 1857 Dinah 
Muloeh gave to the world the product of 
her genius, “John Halifax, Gentleman,” 
she was barely thirty years of age, but her 
intellectual maturity bad been attained, 
and this new* novel was the richest pro­ 
duct of its vigor. 
Miss Muloeh, who in 
180-5 became Mrs. Craik, was of English 
birth, and wrote almost wholly of English 
scenes and society. She was a poetess and 
essayist of no ordinary Character, but her 
greatest triumphs were won in the fields 
of fiction. Her genius was one of those 
rare manifestations of the bounty of na­ 
ture in dispensing mental and intellectual 
gifts. There was no disorder about her 
genius, no contrarities in her methods; 
her life and work were almost rigid in the 
severity of orderly procedure, and reflected 
their exactness in the works of her pen. 
Indeed, she was a remarkable woman in 
the breadth of her perceptive faculties, her 
marvelous capacity to read character and 
to fathom it- deepest and most subtle 
springs. She lived m an atmosphere of 
pure thoughts and clean motives. She 
loved virtue, because it was simply impos­ 
sible for her not to abhor vice, or to make 
any compromise with evil. Her imagina­ 
tion, 
vivid, 
brilliant, 
never 
was 
to her 
as 
to so 
many intellects—a 
source of unrest. It never conjured up for 
her foul images, or took her out of the 
placid serenity of a peaceful, industrious 
and pure life. There was not in her char­ 
acter one quality of overshadowing power 
or force, but there was that rare combina­ 
tion of many fine qualities that rendered her 
at once a just judge of human beings ; an 
observer of the judicial order; a deline­ 
ator of artistic finish; an analyst of deep 
jienetration; a writer with keen sensi­ 
bility to dramatic effects ; a novelist with 
the spirit of the poet; a story-teller who 
felt what she sought to convey to others • 
a thinker without grievances against the 


world or cause to think hardly of her race, 
and yet so rigidly just and straightforward 
that she could scarce excuse any deviation 
from paths of rectitude. 
Her morality 
was a stern philosophy, and yet, as is so 
strikingly exemplified in her “ Thoughts 
About Women,” her sympathetic nature 
was so responsive to appeals to it, and her 
gentleness so like a soothing balm to 
wounds, that we do not know, in the whole 
range of modern literary workers, one who 
was more lovable or by her works entered 
more into the hearts of her readers or 
communed more closely with them. 
Her latest work took the form of an 
essay in the Forum in April, we believe, 
under the title “ For Better or Worse.’’ 
In that ringing article she took high 
ground against the recklessness with the 
marriage bonds dissolved by law, and 
urged with touching force the preferable 
system of legal separation without right to 
either party to remarry, where hapless 
men and women were held together by 
marriage and misery. 


MISUSE OF WORDS. 


In The Writer for October H. L. Rich­ 
ards, Jr., takes exception to the conven­ 
tional use of the words claim and claims as 
wrong in ordinary application. 
He says: 
“ The public at large .seem to be claiming 
everything, and all the reporters and even 
the editors have apparently become claim 
agents. To claim means to demand, to ask 
as a righ t, but in every one of such in­ 
stances as ‘ He claims the milk is not old,’ 
‘The wounded man claimed, etc.’ * It is 
claimed by the driver, etc.,’ the word is 
used in an entirely different sense. A 
meaning is given to it that does not lielong 
to it, and every one of the statements, if 
taken literally, i absurd.” He goes on to 
say that “ claims ” is used nine times out 
of ten for “ declare, contend, assert, insist.” 
Mr. Richards proves, if he proves any­ 
thing, that custom, then, is making the 
use of the word in the sense to which he 
objects, proper. But aside from this lie is 
wrong. Claim, claims, claimed are em­ 
phatic expressions of assert, insist. 
Verv 
true, clamare is to call or cry out, and it is 
true also that “ claim ” means to ask or 
seek to obtain by virtue of authority, right 
or supposed right. But it is because this 
is so that “ he claims” becomes emphatic, 
since it is assertion based upon a claim of 
right which would support a demand. 
A\ ebster justifies its use as a synonym for 
insistence or asseveration in this sense. 
Roget gives the same warrant for its use. 
Hie great American lexicographer and his 
succeeding editors give as the definition of 
assert “ to claim, to maintain, to affirm 
positively, to declare witli assurance.” 
In 
the note on the synonyms of the word 
assert, it is said that to assert is to affirm ; 
to maintain : to protest: to vindicate, and, 
therefore, to fasten to one’s self, and hence, 
to claim. Unquestionably, the word “c!aftns’> 
is 
very 
often 
used 
where 
“ as­ 
sert ” 
or 
“ alleges” 
or 
“ states” 
would 
be 
better, 
as 
more 
nearly 
expressing the character of the statement 
or asseveration,but to assert that is so gen­ 
erally misused as Mr. Kiclnirds alleges is 
error. 
In a well-known proverb of the 
law, the distinction between allegation— 
that brought forward, declared, affirmed— 
and claim—as a pretension carrying with 
it the presumption of right—is clearly pre­ 
served ‘factum alleganti ineumbit probatio— 
damanti autem jus.” A very liberal read­ 
ing of which would be that the proof is 
incumbent upon him who alleges, but the 
preferment of a claim suggests a right. 
But Mr. Richards is more just in his 
criticism of the use of has, in such common 
sentences as this: 
“ The storm was one of 
the most destructive that has ever visited 
the coast,” or “ It is one of the best there 
is.’ 
In the first case it is intended to sav 
that of the most destructive storms which 
have visited the coast, this was one. 
But 
if repetition of error can give warrant to 
misuse, then this error is popularly forti­ 
fied since nine-tenths of the writers and 
speakers of the day make it. 
But, as Mr. 
Richards says: “ To write of storms has, is a 
grammatical construction purely indefensi­ 
ble. The reporter says it was one of the 
most desperate fights that has ever taken 
place; the dramatic critic declares that a 
certain entertainment is one of the pleasant­ 
est that has been presented in Boston this 
season. 
I read it in books and I have even 
encountered it in the columns of the cele' 
brated purist of the press, the New York 
Evening Post. This shows hew insidious 
is the error, and indeed it is deeply rooted 
as well. 
I remember the stupefaction with 
which I 
have been regarded when I 
ventured to remonstrate with one of the 
‘hoys,’ or even with an editor, for con­ 
stantly falling into this error. 
It used to 
seem to me a very plain and simple matter, 
but I have seen so many writers puzzle 
over it, and refuse to see any fault even 
when their sentence had been inverted and 
analyzed, that I have almost come to be­ 
lieve that there is something mysterious 
about it.” 


T h e search for cryptogamic mvsteries 
does not pause with the labored efforts of 
Ignatius Donnelly, or the cunningly de­ 
vised solutions of Hugh Black and Edward 
Gordon Clark concerning the authorship 
of Shakespeare’s plays. 
A shrewd writer 
has just reprinted the celebrated satire 
“ The Poets and Poetry of America,” ac­ 
companied by an argument to prove that 
Edgar A. Poe was the author. The “argu­ 
ment 
is quite sufficient in itself, since the 
evidence of Poe’s whims and eccentric­ 
ities are abundant. 
But the writer of 
the essay has seen fit to supplement it 
by a plunge into cipher, and from the last 
two lines of the satire evolves an anagram. 
Now, as Poe was given to anagrams, and 
delighted in surrounding himself with 
mysteries, it is argued that concealment 
ol his authorship mav be rationally ex­ 
pected in the satire, and where else more 
appropriately than 
in the opening or 
closing lines. 
The latter read, “ Should 
public hate upon my pen react, No matter 
this—I will not aught retract.” 
This 
couplet contains all the letters of the 
words Edgar Allan Poe. From it can also 
be formed the title of the satire “ Ameri­ 
can Poets and Poetry: A Satire.” 
From 
the letters of the same words mav be 
evolved this line, “ A satire, every word 
true : Edgar Allan Poe;” or these, “ A 
true and honest satire, by Edgar Allan 
Poe. 
This deduction 
concerning the 
authorship of the satire has very much 
more of reason to fortify it than underlies 
the strained effort of either Donnellv or 


Clark concerning Shakespeare’s 
plays. 
For Poe was confessedly, and it must be 
said foolishly, a dabbler in riddles and 
puzzles and silly reversal of words. 
He 
often mistook for wit the most absurd 
torturing of words and juggling with 
letters* as the author of the little volume 
referred to proves by numerous quotations. 


W e are in receipt from the publishers of 
an exhaustive and very lengthy synopsis 
of Ignatius Donnelly’s book, in which, to 
his own satisfaction, at least, lfg proves 
that. Bacon wrote the plays of William 
Shakespeare. 
Mr. Donnelly and Messrs. 
Black and Clark are too ardent in their ad­ 
vocacy of the Bacon claims. 
If they 
prove anything at all, they demonstrate 
that out of the coincidences of repeated 
words and the placing of phrases and 
letters, almost any conceivable proposition 
can be shown to be concealed in supposed 
cipher in the plays, and the epitaph on 
Shakespeare’s tomb. One ingenious cryp- 
toganiist hits already demonstrated that 
out of the epitaph doggerel on which 
Black and Clark hinge so much of import­ 
ance, there can be evolved by the system 
they employ these significant words, “Peek 
a-boo Sheba.” 
Now, if this does not prove 
that Shakespeare did not write Shake- 
sjicare’s play, in the name of goodness what 
does it prove ? So it is with Donnelly’s 
labored discoveries. 
By his processes it 
can be shown that in the text of the plays 
it is stated that Abraham Lincoln dictated 
the text of the dramas. In fact, there is 
no absurdity that may not by Donnelly’s 
method be found “ hidden” in the text of 
the plays. Professor Proctor, in the Forum 
has effectually and in a brief way, demol­ 
ished the whole fabric of Mr. Donnelly’s 
conjecture, and the world will continue to 
believe that Shakespeare wrote Shake­ 
speare’s plays. 


T h e Chicago Inter-Occnn pleaded with 
the people of the Garden City to give Mr. 
Cleveland the heartiest of welcomes, sav­ 
ing : 
“ The country distinguishes plainly 
enough between Grover Cleveland, Presi­ 
dent of the United States, and Grover 
Cleveland, candidate for re-nomination. It 
is in his first and great character that he is 
to be here; his lesser and seeondrny charac­ 
ter lies in his political wardrobe, which lie 
has left behind him.” 
On the contrary, 
Mr. Cleveland packed his political grip­ 
sack and took it with him when he started 
out upon his autumnal swing-around an 
electioneering circle. Certainly it cannot 
be successfully shown that he is traveling 
in any other than his personal capacity. 
As President of the United States, no duty 
of which we are aware, makes it incum­ 
bent upon him to indulge in any visitation 
of the States. It is not in discharge of anv 
function of his high office that he is riding 
about the country now. 
Not that he lias 
not the right to do so if he chooses, nor 
that lie lias not the right to politically 
capitalize such popularity as he can com­ 
mand. 
But it remains that Mr. Cleveland 
has his political wardrobe with him and is 
posing in it to the best advantage he can. 


T h a t the Bar Association of San F ran­ 
cisco should have sent to the Grand Jury 
of that city a communication, offering to 
aid the jury in unearthing crime concern­ 
ing jury-fixing and bribery, is a strong in­ 
dorsement of the course of the jury. No 
class of men more than reputable lawyers 
are more interested in preserving the 
purity of the bench and the jurv panel. If 
the Association had acted long ago, much 
more might be known of the methods of 
jury-tixers than the public is now likely to 
learn. 
A good step for the Bar Associa­ 
tion to take would he to inquire search­ 
ingly into the moral character and practi­ 
cal methods of a large number of men 
who disgrace that profession by their pe­ 
culiar, not to say disreputable, manner of 
doing business as lawyers.

In the last fifty 
years ninety per cent, of all the merchants 
and traders in Boston have failed. 
In the 
last fifty years ninety per cent, of all the 
business corporations have failed or gone 
out of business, so that their stock has been 
wiped out. In the last fifty years all the 
improved real estate on the average has 
paid its interest and taxes, and quadrupled 
in value. If a young man’s father can give 
him anything to start him in the world, lie 
had better invest it in that wav, and let it 
accumulate and earn his living,'and he will 
be richer than ii he had gone into busi­ 
ness. Jay Gould is -aid to have started 
from a mouse-trap seller to become a mill­ 
ionaire. 
Assuming that to be true, he is 
only one in 60,000,000 of people; and if 
any young man thinks that lie is going to 
imitate Jay GouliJ, there are 60,000,000 
chances to one that he won’t succeed. 
The rule I would lay down for a young 
man is, never to do a mean thing for 
money. 
Be prudent and saving of vour 
money. 
Be careful tojhave no interest ac­ 
count against you, unless you have an 
equal or greater interest account running 
in your favor. 
Work diligently, and you 
are sure of a competency in your old age, 
and as early as possible, if you can, find a 
saving, prudent girl, who has been brought 
up by a mother who knows how to take 
care of a house, and make a wife of her. 
She will aid and not hinder you. 
I claim no originality in this advice, 
and will relate you an incident in my own 
experience to illustrate i t : In my earliest 
practice in my profession I was quite suc­ 
cessful' in earning money, and 1 had a 
small balance in the Loweli Bank, at the 
head of which was Mr. James G. Carney. 
The bank was directly across the hall from 
my office. 
1 stepped into the bank to de­ 
posit a little money on one occasion, and 
Mr. Carney said tom e: “Why don’t you 
invest your money V” “Invest,” said I ; “I 
have nothing to invest.” 
“Oh, yes,” he 
says; “you have quite a little' sum of 
money, and I see that your young friends 
come with your checks occasionally, evi­ 
dently borrowing it. 
Now you bad better 
invest it.” 
“How can I invest it ?” ' “In 
vest it in real estate.” “I know nothing 
about real estate.” 
“ Go to the first auction and buy the 
property. You can not be much cheated 
in that, because you will have to give very 
little more than somebody else will have 
to pay to get it. Give your notes for it, 
save your money, collect your fees, pay 
your notes as they become due. See that 
the property is improved properly, so 
that the rent will keep down your interest 
account, and when you get any other 
money invest it in the same wav, and if 
your notes press upon you a little faster than 
you can pay them, why we will, when we 
find that is what you are doing with your 
money, discount your note and give you a 
little more time, so that you can pay it up. 
This will necessitate the'prompt collection 
of*your bills, for I know that you would 
rather work and earn a hundred dollars 
than dun a man for it, unless you have a 
pressing need for it. 
You have not even 
arized for a little bill that we owe you in 
tire bank, which shows me that you do not 
promptly collect your dues.’ 
I followed the advice and bought a num­ 
ber of pieces of property in that manner, 
and I never did exactly know how they 
were paid for, hut they were, and in a few 
years 1 owned some twenty different pieces 
ot property in Lowell that came to me in 
that way. I can only sav that I wish I 
had been wise enough to have continued 
this course through life. 
I do not think that I need to extend 
these suggestions any further, because if a 
young man won’t mind these, he won’t a n v 
others, and I can not suggest anv bet tej­ 
ones.

C r em a tio n a t L os A n g e le s. 
The crude but effective crematory at 
Rosedale Cemetery reduced another body 
to ashes Sunday afternoon. The bodv was 
that of a thirteep-year-old boy, whose 
parents live in Monrovia. The process oc­ 
cupied about two hours, and, like all other 
cremations at this furnace, was neatly and 
satisfactorily conducted. 
Superintendent 
Vorwerk attended to the details, and quite 
a number of spectators saw the operation. 
All were favorably impressed with crema­ 
tion as a sensible and unostentatious method 
of disposing of the dead, and doubtless 
when the novelty of the modern revival of 
cremation wears o¡k it will become quite 
general, and acquire many converts to the 
method. President Sinsabaugh, President 
of the Cremation Society, is authority for 
the statement that a ueat chapel will 'soon 
be erected over the furnace, and this will 
add proper shelter and solemnity to the 
consignment of the body to the furnace, as 
services will then be held over the remains 
the same as now at the open grave. The 
body will be lowered into the preparing 
vault the same as in ordinary interment, 
avoiding sights and sounds which would 
shock sorrowing relatives and friends. In 
the preparation vault the remains will be 
made ready for the furnace, and the process 
of incineration take place without the pres­ 
ence of the relatives, unless they are desir­ 
ous of seeing the cremation.—I.os Angeles 
Express, Oct. 10th.

1 . 1. Arms extended horizontally in front, 
with palms facing, hands clenched.

the head erect and the chest out. Then 
draw the hands in strongly, the elbows 
passing close to the body and as far back 
as possible. 
™2. Same position except that the hands 
are open. Swing the hands back to the 
side horizontal position—-as far back as 
possible. 
3. Hands hanging in their natural posi­ 
tion at the side. 
Raise the arms slowly, 
side wise, until the backs of the hands 
touch above the head, keeping them as far 
back as possible. 
Of course as erect a position as possible 
must be maintained at all time-, or the 
special training will do no good. Do not be 
discouraged, for you have been getting 
that stooped back for years, and von 
mustn’t expect to straighten all of a sud­ 
den. 
Above all tilings don’t wear shoulder 
braces. 
They strengthen the muscles of 
the chest by the continual resistance,while 
the back muscles are not called into action.

To I n s p e c t t h e V in e y a r d .—F. Lamson

Nearly a Tragedy. 
About 3 
o clock yesterday afternoon, 
Henry A . Caulfield was conversing with a 
gentlem an < n . | tree*, n e,r Tuird, wher e : 
Justice H enley passed. 
The sight of H en­ 
ley caused Caulfield to make som e remark 
concerning the ex-Justice that the latter 
did not think appropriate. 
H enley turned 
to Caulfield and demanded to know what 
the gentle Henry wanted of him . 
Henry, 
in his usual calm manner, was about to 
explain, when both gentlem en m utually 
began to fight. Caulfield seized a pitchfork 
from an adjacent store, and was proceed- 
ceeding to puncture Mr. H enley, when the 
latter struck 
Caulfield 
over the head 
w ith a cane, at 
the sam e tim e draw­ 
ing a 
pistol 
he 
aimed 
it at 
Caul­ 
field and pulled the trigger. 
Luckily for 
Henry A , the weapon failed to act. 
Both 
gentlemen now took a greater interest in 
each other. 
Caulfield attempted to impale 
Henley on the pitchfork, w hile the latter 
struck Caulfield some sounding raps on the 
head that brought blood every time. 
At 
this stage of the proceedings ’officer Mc­ 
Laughlin appeared on the scene and con­ 
ducted Caulfield to 
the police station, 
where his wounds, four in number, wore 
dressed by officer Leavy and City Phvsician 
Parkinson. 
H enley came out of the melee 
uninjured. 
Complaints of disturbing the 
peace were filed against both of the gentle­ 
men. who im m ediately gave bonds for 
their appearance in Court to-day. 


An Interesting Petrified Specimen. 
Henry Bensen, of Hayden H ill, Lassen 
county, Cal., who is now in Sacramento- 
has in his possession a specimen of petri­ 
fied salm on. 
The former fleshy part re­ 
sembles ^ystallized and variegated quartz, 
r e ta in in g n part the yellow ish color of the 
salm on, and what was torm eily the skin of 
the fish is now a sort of porcelain or white 
flint. 
The entire specimen is o f the very 
hardest quartz in texture. 
It was found on 
a hillside, at about 1,500 feet altitude from 
the floor of Big valley, and evidently petri­ 
fied at that point. 
This would indicate 
that salmon inhabited the ancient rivers, 
the beds of which now form stratas of the 
Sierra Nevada mountains, and in which an­ 
cient channels lie the rich deposits of Cali­ 
fornia's gold. 
These ancient river beds, as 
is well known, are found at various hights 
above sea level, and in some places but a 
few hundred feet below* the crest of the 
range, and perhaps hundreds o f feet be­ 
neath solid formation of mother earth, and 
running entirely independent of anv pres­ 
ent surface formation. 
To determine with 
certainty that salmon inhabited these an­ 
cient rivers would fce an interesting fact, 
as it would fix at a m uch later date than 
is now generally supposed, the geological 
period when, by m ighty upheaval, these 
old river courses were changed and ob­ 
literated from the face o f the earth.

In Judge Buckley’s Court yesterday Mrs. 
P. Cronan, charged with selling intoxi­ 
cating liquors to minors, was convicted, 
and w ill receive sentence on 
the IStb.

THE ORIGINAL AMADOR. 


A V alu ab le and H istoric M ine O w ned by 
S a c r a m e n ta n s . 
The original Amador, sometimes called 
the Little Amador, is situated on the 
mother lode in Amador county, and partly 
takes in the site of the prosperous town of 
Amador City. 
It is located on the north 
side of the creek, and was taken up by 
Thomas Rickey and his son in February, 
1851, making it one of the first quartz lo­ 
cations made in California. This m ine has 
the distinction of showing the richest ore 
ever taken-out in the State, as well as be­ 
ing the first quartz m ine that paid a divi­ 
dend on this coast. The first Superintend­ 
ent of this mine was J. T. Burke, well 
known as a pioneer in quartz-mining en­ 
terprises. 
In 1854 the miñe passed into the 
hands of a German company, who ran it 
until 1857 with indifferent success, the 
m illing processes in those early times be­ 
ing expensive, and the 
FACILITIES FOB SAVIN» GOLD 
Very crude. 
It next passed into the hands 
of Haverstick & Lcninger. of lone, the 
latter soon becoming the sole owner, the 
mine at that tim e being valued at $250. 
J. 
T. Buike, the earlv Superintendent of the 
mine, having faith in it. leased it from 
Leninger. agreeing to give him one half of 
the profits. 
His knowledge of. the mine 
enabled him in a few months to pav Len­ 
inger the sum of $S,000 for his share o f the 
profits. 
The mine afterwards fell into the 
hands of John C. Faull, who began its 
systematic development, erecting m ill and 
hoisting works. 
The reputation of the 
mine, backed by its developments, was 
such that it was sold to an English com­ 
pany in 1870 for $600,000, cash. 
T hiscom - 
pany, 
BY BAD MANAGEMENT 
And foolish expenditures of money, squan­ 
dered a large amount of money, the Eng­ 
lish stockholders became discouraged, and 
the m ine was ordered shut down. 
It re­ 
mained in this condition for some year*, 
when the Treasure Box M ining Company, 
a corporation composed of citizens of this 
city, bonded it. and have been for some 
time at work opening out the old works, 
and have already developed a mine that 
promises to be as rich and pay as hand­ 
som e returns as any on the mother lode, 
and so far as croppings are concerned,'the 
development of 


A HUGE BONANZA 
W ould not be at all surprising to the 
practical miner. 
This m ine lies directly 
between two of the best paying mines in 
the State, the Bunker H ill and the Key­ 
stone Consolidated, these two latter mines 
being less than one m ile apart. 
The En­ 
glish company who owned the mine took 
out an enormous amount of gold, but the 
cost of m illing the ore then, which was ten 
times what it is now, and the foolish and 
extravagant expenses of the management, 
caused the stockholders to cry quits.

That mine has been pay­ 
ing dividends regularly for twenty-two 
years. 
H e is well acquainted with the 
Amador Consolidated ground, and when 
he was in the d tv yeSterday lie said to a 
reporter of the R ecord-U nion, that from 
what he knew of the m ine he thought it as 
good a one as there was on the mother 
lode. 
H e has so much faith in its future 
that he has taken stock with the Sacra­ 
mento people, and says that the next 
dividend-paying m ine in ¡his opinion on 
that divide will be the Amador Consoli­ 
dated.

It is gratifying to see some interest mani­ 
fested in our rivers and harbors by the 
press and local authorities. Oakland moves 
for a larger appropriation by Congress at 
the com ing session, the m oney to be spent 
upon her harbor. 
San Francisco will be 
up for all she can get, and the Sacramento 
R e co b d -U n io n and other valley journals 
are calling attention to the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin rivers and their navigable 
tributaries. 
Tbis is a movement 
that 
ought to enlist the people and the press of 
the whole State, until the cry shall reach 
W ashington in tones that m ust be heard. 
Oakland has succeeded well in her de­ 
mands upon Government attention, but the 
claims of our great rivers seem to be 
ignored. 
Oregon, with but three members 
in both Houses and scarcely ten per cent, 
ot our population, wealth and commerce, 
gets more from Congress than does the 
whole State of California. T bis is because 
she is united iu her demands, and because 
there areno hydraulic miners standing in 
the way of her progress. 
Here we are 
divided; 
even those w ho 
should pull 
together for the preservation of our navi­ 
gable waters. 
Nothing could resist an 
earnest m ovement by San Francisco in 
this direction; and, though vitally inter­ 
ested. she is content to play the “ fiddle 
while Rome is burning." 
Ail the waters 
center at her door and lay their tribute 
at 
her 
feet; 
not 
so 
the 
railways. 
These go where they will, and need not 
necessarily dump their freights in the great 
city. H alf the navigability o f our rivers is 
lost, and the rest is in im m inent danger. A 
former Congress gave us $250,000, to be ex­ 
pended upon these rivers, but as the hy­ 
draulic destroyer bad them in his grip it 
was unless to think of remedial works un­ 
til the grip should be released. 
The people 
most directly concerned have done the: 
full duty at self-preservation. 
It remained 
for the proprietors of these water-ways to 
act up to their interest in the premises. 
W ho shall make us eligible to get the uáe 
of the m oney now on band, and other 
funds we hope to seen appropriated, but 
the General Government? 
It is theirs to 
satisfy the Secretary of War that wanton 
injury had ceased. 
The tim e for remedial 
action is near at hand, as the lessened in­ 
jury indicates an improving condition, and 
a prospect that Congressional aid will be 
well applied. 
The money to onr credit is a 
trifle of what we shall require, but there is 
enough uf it to demonstrate its value and 
point thp need for more. 
A Convention 
should be held—the sooner the better—at 
the city of Sacramento by the river and 
bay counties. Our Senators and members 
of Congress should be there, and should 
hear our grievances and petitions for re­ 
dress. They should be able to tell their re­ 
spective chambers that nowhere is all this 
wide domain is the attention of the Gov­ 
ernment iu greater need.

HE HAD A PISTOL. 


A n A ttorn ey W ho P roved to be an A ni 
m ated A rsenal. 
In the trial of Gerhow at San Francisco 
this week, ex-District Attorney J. ,N. E. 
W ilson made a strong appeal to the jury 
for the acquittal of his client on the ground 
Of self-defense. 
H e scoffed at the claim 
set up by the prosecution that Freese never 
carried a revolver, and said that the testi­ 
m ony of those witnesses who stated that 
they had never seen the deceased with a 
pistol in his pocket, although they had 
seen him many tim es with his coat off. 
was utterly worthless. 
“ Now,” said Mr. 
W ilson, “ there is not a gentleman on this 
jury who will take ihe witness stand and 
swear that I have a pistol on my person. 
Still I haveone—an unloaded one, though. 
It is the easiest matter in the world to carry 
a pistol without everybody knowing it.” 
Mr. Wilson here removed his Prince 
Albert and posed before tbejnrv. 
“ *\ow’ he continued, “ I have a pistol in 
my btp pocket, and if I am going to do any 
work with my coat off. I will not continue 
to carry the weapon about, but will place it 
in.m v coat-pocket—thus,’’ and the attorney 
suited ihe action to the word. 
" I have re- 
jeeved the pistol from tuy person now, and 
I doubt if there is a man among you, gen­ 
tlemen of the jury, who would hesitate 
now to take hts oath that I am not armed 
because I have just discarded mv pistol, 
bull, I have another,” and M r.’Wilson 
went uown his trouser’s pocket and brought 
up anotuer six-shooter. 
“ That's two,” he 
said, 
and still you would have said, ac­ 
cording to tLe theory of the prosecution 
that I had none at all awhile ago, because 
you had seen none. 
But that's not all. 
Here is still aDother,” and sure enough 
f 
JV^on produced 
another bull-dog 
from his other pantaloon pocket, and held 
it up triumphantly before the astonished 
jury. 
“ W ho of you would have believed 
ff a little w hile ago?” he continued. “ You 
dtdn t think I had any, arid there are three. 
But wait, here is another and still another 
—fiv e!” 
The ex-District Attorney then went on 
producing revolvers from his vest pockets, 
his sleeves, and. in fact, from all over his 
person, until eight shining weapons lay 
upon the table between him and the jury. 
W hen about the sixth or seventh pistol 
came up the audience laughed, and Judge 
Murphy, who was deeply interested in the 
slight-of-hand performance, threatened to 
have the next man Ejected who ever ex­ 
hibited a disposition to smile. 
After he had allowed the jury sufficient 
length of time to recover their usual equa­ 
nim ity, Mr. \\ ilson proceed to compare his 
illustration with the facts of the killing. 
H e claimed that it was most probable that 
Freese had carried a pistol most all the 
time, as he had been known to use it.

did not mean that the defendant had ear­ 
n ed more than one pistol, and explained 
that his practical illustration was merely 
lor (he purpose of demonstrating how 
worthless was the testimony of the wit­ 
nesses for the prosecution, who were sure 
Freese never carried a pistol, because thev 
had never seen one upon him .

At 
the mom'nt, the nominal range for standard 
shipping quality is $1 25@1 2/34 ¥ ctl. It is 
doub'ful, however, if much Wheat could be se­ 
cured at these figures. There was a report early 
in the week that 81 283q had been offered for a 
round cargo lot without bringing out a seller, 
and it was subsequently asserted that transfers 
to the extent of nearly 1,000 tons had been 
negotiated on a basis of 81 30 V ctl, presumably 


for export. Millera hare been supplying their 
want* with a good article at 81 30 fl ctl, baying 
at times somewhat ireely, though having to pay

Last week his wife presented 
him with triplets, all girls, the combined 
weight of which was 10 pounds and 10 
ounces. 
Four kittens recently born at Nurragan- 
sett hotel in New London were bound 
together like the Siamese twins by a liga­ 
ture at the abdomen. 
The cords were in 
the form of two triangles joined at the 
apex, the four ends connecting the kittens 
with a space of an inch and a half betw een. 
The kittens died. 
\ t the Terra Haute, Ind., polytechnic 
the other day experiments were made to 
ascertain just what a snail’s pace is. 
H alf 
a dozen of these slowgoers were permitted 
to craw i between two points ten feet apart 
and the average pace was ascertained. 
It 
was calculated that a snail can crawl a 
m ile in just fourteen days. 
P r. Parraehia has uiade a curious study 
of the differences between criminals and 
law-abiding citizens as exhibited by their 
walk. 
He found that in criminals (ob­ 
tained from the study of forty) the lef' 
pace was longer than the right. 
It would 
thus seem that, in general, the gait of a 
criminal betrays a marked pieponderance 
of power of the left foot over the right—a 
true sinistrality. 
This also agrees with 
the discovery of M arro that criminals are 
often left-handed. 


C h o le ra . 
The steamship Alesia, from Naples and 
Marseille-, with between five and six hun­ 
dred immigrants, arrived in New York 
harbor la-t week w ith Asiatic cholera on 
Liard. 
A few years ago this announce­ 
ment would have almost created a panic; 
to-day, thank- to our increased knowledge 
of the disease, of the means by which it is 
spread, and of the best methods of dealing 
with a ship thus infected, every intelli­ 
gent person knows that there is no ground 
for immediate alarm, because the presence 
of the disease has been ifeteeted in time 
and the buildings and appliance of the 
quarantine establishment of the Port of 
New York are ample to meet the emer­ 
gency, 
_ 
How long it may be considered necessary 
ti detain under observation at Hoffman’s 
Island those passengers .who 
continue 
apparently well it is difficult to say, since 
some of tfiem had shown symptoms of the 
disi.ise and have been removed to hospital, 
but it is highly probable that but few 
cases will occur among them, and that in a 
short time it will be safe to allow them to 
continue their journey. 
The baggage is 
probably more dangerous than their per­ 
sons as a means of transm itting the disease, 
and while there is no doubt that it can be 
thoroughly disinfected, it may lie a ques­ 
tion w hether it would not be best, in order 
to secure public confidence, to destroy it by 
fire and reimburse its cost to the owners. 
But, while we have no fear of the results 
of the present importation of cholera, and 
no doubt as to the thoroughness with 
which the germs of the disease will be de­ 
stroyed in this particular case, it is evident 
that, until cholera has entirely and per­ 
manently disappeared, not only from the 
Mediterranean ports, but from Europe, 
there must be a certain amount of danger 
in every ship, and every immigrant with 
baggage, coming from these ports. 
That 
this danger is extremely small in each in­ 
dividual case is true, that it is little 
greater than that which is due to possible 
importation from other ports is also true, 
but the sum of all the risks is a very seri­ 
ous item. 
W e have a very long frontier 
through which the disease may find its 
way, and ouly three or four ports with 
quarantine stations properly equipped to 
deal with it even if it is recognized. 
It will not do, therefore, te simply reiv 
on quarantine to prevent danger. 
\Y e 
must re- ognize the warning and do what 
we can to put our cities and towns into 
-uoh condition that even if the germs do 
find their way into the country, they shall 
die for want of favorable conditions for 
th eir m ultiplication and growth. 
How 
this is to be done is well known. 
M uni­ 
cipal cleanliness, the securing of water 
supplies free from sewage contamination, 
and the doing away with the storage of 
excreta arc the main points to be attended 
to. 
It is almost certain that we have yet 
six or eight months’ time in w hith to 
look after the-** matters, but there is no 
time to lose.— A 
1 . Sanitary Engineer. 


B ra in-Growth jm I nfancy.—A strik­ 
ing faet deduced from o bservations recorded 
by the late Dr. Parrott is the rapid growth 
of the brain in the first half-year of life as 
compared with the increase in hight and 
the growth of other orgavs. 
Taking the 
total growth between biritfi and six years 
of age as 100, the weight of the heart 
increases 11.43 in girls and 1J.88 in l>oys 
during their first six months ox life: the 
hight increases 20.8 in girls ano 11.4 in 
hoys, while the weight of brain increases 
-27.41 in girls aad 23.51 in boys. 


W ill S m all H o ld in g s P a y a n d R e n d e r 
S u p p o rt fo r F a m ilie s ? 
The -Mountain Democrat, published at 
Plaeerville, has the following: From many 
sections of the State comes reports of 
enormous yields of fruit trees, and re­ 
markable products from a single tree or an 
acre of ground. 
El Dorado people have 
not been given to bragging, and but little 
note has been made of her large fruit 
yields. Only a week or two ago we called 
attention to the part El Dorado county 
took in shipping California fruits East, 
and showed that our county was one of 
the prominent fruit shipping counties of 
the State. 
W e have as vet said little of 
what the soil has $one, or the amount re­ 
ceived from an acre of fru it; but during 
the past few weeks we have -received re­ 
turns from several pieces of fruit land, 
which go to show the productiveness of 
the soil and the profits to be made from 
fruit. 
Let' us take, for instance, the orchard of 
Mr. Nichols at Coloma. 
He has, we be­ 
lieve, about -even acre- of land, four of 
which are in fruit. 
From these four acres 
he this year gathered about $1.200 worth 
of fruit. 
Another yield worthy of note is that 
received by Barney . McBride, of Colusa. 
From a scant acre of trees he gathered 
about 1,000 boxes of peaches,which brought 
him fifty cents per box, or $500 for his 
acre of fruit. 
Philip Teuscber, too, has been doing 
some good work at Coloma, and on some 
made ground has a number of fine peach 
trees. 
This year six of those trees yielded 
116 boxes of peaches, worth $08, or over 
$9 00 per tree. 
< t-borne and Blundel, at Coloma. have a 
small place that always paid them well. 
They have marketed most of their fruit 
this year, and have done well. 
Parties in 
from Coloma this week inform us that the 
firm has a number of Japanese persimmon 
trees that show immense crops, estimated 
to bring not less than $10 per tree for the 
poorest trees. 
The eight or ten trees in 
their place are calculated to yield $150 
worth of fruit. 
<t. \V. Ramsey, of Lotus, is one of the 
old residents of that vicinity who ha- 
made money there by fruit-raising. Owing 
to the frost this year he has gathered less 
than a thousand boxes of fruit, where he 
should have had many thousands. 
If we 
rememember aright, Mr. Ramsey has about 
35 acres in fruit. Last spring parties were 
solicitous for Mr. Ramsey to put a figure 
upon his ranch to sell. 
He did not desire 
to sell, but when pushed for an answer 
said that his property was paying him 12 
per cent, interest upon $20,000,'and he 
would take that and nothing less for his 
place. 
We know of one B artlett pear tree in 
this city th at last year yielded $17 50 
worth of pears, and a number of others 
that brought from $10 to $12. 
But we need not take isolated yields 
uj»on ranches for a criterion. 
There are 
abundant examples of what whole ranches 
can do. 
The latest instance brought to 
our notice is that of H. Tinntv, at Granite 
H ill. 
Last spring he pretended to be dis­ 
gusted with the business, and said he would 
take $4,000 for his property. 
His fruit 
crop from the place this year will bring 
him in $2,200—a handsome return for 
property valued at even as high as $20,000. 
We could thus go on and enumerate 
many instances of big yields which show 
what care and cultivation can do in fruit- 
raising, and that labor bestowed upon fruit 
trees has a speedy and enormous reward. 
We fail to know of a hard-working, thrifty 
and enterprising fruit-raiser who is not 
doing well. 
And there i.- room in this 
county for a vast number of them. 


T h e C u ltiv a tio n o f H ops. 
In connection with the various article- 
on hops it may be well to give a brief out­ 
line of the methods of cultivation prac­ 
ticed in- foreign countries. 
The cultiva­ 
tion of hops on the continent differs very 
considerably from our home cultivation. 
Artificial manure is scarcely known, prin­ 
cipally yard manure being used. 
The 
higlit of the poles through the greater por­ 
tion of Germany, Bavaria and Bohemia 
run about twenty-six feet, many being as 
high as forty feet, and is not a pole like 
our own, but resembles somewhat a small 
scaflold pole. 
The farmers throughout the 
German Empire are principally their own 
freeholders. 
They cultivate from two to 
twelve acres, on which they grow a variety 
of articles. 
There are no farmers on the 
continent who haée large hop plantations, 
and nearly every farmer is able, with the 
assistance of his family, to do all the work, 
consequently his labor expenses are verv 
slight. 
The hops throughout Germany, 
Bavaria, Bohemia, Burgundy and Alsace 
are dried by the air, and not kiln-dried, 
therefore the hop cones are whole, but 
only retain their original flavor- for a 
short time. 
W hen the hops are picked 
and dried the grower puts them in sacks 
just as they are, w ithout pressing, and 
takes them to the. nearest market, where 
he disposes of them to the brokers, who 
huv them for the merchants, who have 
them packed in bales and sell them to the 
brewers. 
The German brewers both buy 
and use the hops in the natural state— 
they will not have them kiln-dried or su l­ 
phured. 
The only hops throughout the 
German Empire which are kiln-dried and 
sulphured are the hops which come to this 
country and 
America, 
and which are 
mostly of second-rate quality. The choicest 
H allertau, Wolnzach and Saaz hops are 
known in this m arket by name only; the 
real article is scarcely ever sent, because 
our buyers would not pay the price, so we 
have to put up with the inferior sort 
known principally as export hops. 
Some 
of our large merchants, however, do im­ 
port the choicest H allertau and Saaz hops 
(one house growing their own) for their 
brewer friends, but these hops are purely 
and simply to execute orders and not for 
m arket purposes. 
In Belgium and H ol­ 
land the hops are both picked and dried 
in a very rough manner. 
The growers are 
-imply peasants, who sometimes do uot 
grow more than a bale of hops, which they 
wheel on a barrow to the nearest market 
where the merchant buys, cures and packs 
them. 
The kilns in Belgium and Holland 
are ol a most old-fashioned sort. 
Strenu­ 
ous efforts are, however, now being made 
to have modem kilns, and also by paying a 
better price for their hops to induce the 
farmer to pick only the hops and not the 
leaves. 
W ith regard to the latter item 
there is room for extensive reform in our 
country.—J/nr/: Lane Expreet, London. 


A M a m m o th T u r tle . 
W hile the steamer Flora Temple was 
cruising near the snapper hank- yesterday, 
almut fifteen miles off shore. Captain 
Montcalm Broward observed an immense 
black object floating on the surface of the 
water. 
Upon approaching it he discov­ 
ered that it was an immense turtle of some 
sort, which was lazily sleeping on the sur­ 
face of the water. 
The Captain secured a 
har|K>on, and, when near enough, dexter- 
■ u-ly threw the weapon, and succeeded in 
fixing it firmly in the back of the monster. 
It was found impossible to raise this mount­ 
ain of flesh to the deck of the boat, so the 
Captain attached a hawser to the harpoon, 
and taking it in tow brought it to the 
city arriving at Deootte’s wood-yard about 
5 o’clock, when 
the 
huge 
object was 
hauled out upon the shore, where its great 
size scon attracted a large crowd that gazed 
with wonder upon the strange visitor. 
The weight of the Captain’s catch was 
variously estim ated to be from 1,000 to 
1,500 pounds. 
It measured across the an­ 
terior limbs fully eight feet two inches, 
seven feet two inches from the end of the 
nose to the tip of the tail, and perhaps 
eight feet in circumference. 
The Captain 
called his catch A tortoise, but the Lfews- 
llrrald man identified it as a peculiarly 
splendid specimen o> the trunk or leathery 
turtle. 
The great se» denizen inhabits the 
G ulf stream along the .Atlantic shores and 
elsewhere. 
It does not have a shell, but 


is covered with a leather)' skin, with seven 
longitudinal ridges. 
It is the largest of 
the turtle tribe, and is of no value a- food. 
—SaekeonrtUe, Fla^ Lscws-Herald. 


THE 
HAWAIIAN’S. 


E x tin c 
T lir R a p id A p p ro a c h to E n tire 
tio n o f T h e ir R a c e . 
The rapid extinction of the native pop­ 
ulation of the islands is one of the marvels 
of history. 
W hen Captain Cook ex­ 
plored the islands he m ide a careful esti­ 
mate of the people, and fixed the number 
at 400,000. 
A half century saw them cut 
down one-balf, while thirty-seven years 
ago, when the first accurate census was 
taken, the number was 'found reduced to 
81,453. 
The reduction has been steadv 
and rapid ever since, the census of 1878 
showing 44,088 native Hawaiian-, and 
that of 1884 only 40,014 natives, while the 
present estimate is 36,000. 
The half­ 
castes, who -numbered only 750 in 1850, 
have increased to 4,218. ’ The Chinese’ 
who were represented by only 300 coolies 
thirty-seven years ago, now 'have 19,000, 
of whom 950 are women. 
The last censas 
gave 9,377 Portuguese, 2,066 Americans, 
1,282 Briti-h, 1,600 Germans, 192 French, 
and 1,850 other foreigners. 
The diseases of civilization have swept 
clean of native Hawaiian- whole districts 
th at once boasted a dense population, while 
drunkenness and other vices have slain 
their tens of thousands. 
No systematic 
effort has been made by the Government to 
check the ravages of disease or to stay the 
introduction of deadly vices. 
Leprosy ha- 
become more prevalent of late years, and 
although there is a hospital at "Honolulu 
and a lazaretto on the lonely island of Mo­ 
lokai, the disease increases rapidly. 
This 
is owing to the carelessness of the" author­ 
ities, who do not insist upon the transfer of 
lepers to Molokai. 
A rich man stricken ’ 
with this awful malady is allowed to live 
at home and carry on his business, while 
the poor are consigned to the living death 
in the leper settlement. 
Tiie missionaries 
did good work in retarding the extinction 
of the natives, but of late both drunken­ 
ness and the opium vice have spread 
alarmingly, and the best observers declare 
th at the close of the century will see the 
end of the once powerful Hawaiian race. 
The natives have the virtue of hospi­ 
tality, good nature and honesty; but they 
are incorrigibly indolent,‘and have no 
more care for the morrow than the Ameri­ 
can Indian. 
Like the Indian, they are 
fond of games and of all out door sports. 
Given an abundant supply of poi, a species 
of flour made from the root of the taro I 
plant, and the Hawaiian is content. 
H e ; 
has a good voice and is passionately fond 
of singing, and shows no small skill in | 
playing on musical instruments. 
One of 
the sights that most impresses the visitor 
to the islands is the spectacle of the 
wretched lepers at Molokai, sitting under 
the banana trees in the brilliant moonlight 
and singing the native songs with their 
mournful refrain, while earth and sea and

DECORATIVE D O V JS. 


W h a t to D o an il W h a t to A void to M ak e 
H o m e H a p p y . 
Don’t hang a [licture so that it will be 
necessary to mount a -tepladder to view it. 
Hang it so that the center will be about 
five feet and a half from the floor, a little 
below the line of vision of a person of av­ 
erage hight. 
Don’t select furniture whose 
means of 
support” do not appear adequate. 
Chairs 
with spindle legs inclined too far inward or 
outward have an apparent tendency toward 
disruption and are constant terrors to call­ 
ers. 
Straight, substantial legs suggest 
strength and inspire confidence. 
Don't treat a hallway as though it were 
a dooryard, and no part of the house 
proper. 
A hall should be inviting and 
hold out to the visitor a promise of the 
beauty of the inner rooms. 
Don’t put a piece of furniture into a 
room merely because it is pretty and will 
fill up. Every article should have its real or 
apparent use; as a general thing the ne­ 
cessary pieces will occupy ail the space 
that should be allotted to furniture. 
Don’t perm it a w hite marble mantel to 
disfigure an 
otherwise 
tasteful 
room. 
Cover it with a draped mantel lioard. 
YV hite marble has a suggestion of ceme­ 
teries alxiut it. 
It always looks crude in a 
drawing-room, even in the form of the 
finest sculpture. 
Don’t put paper on the walls of a 
nursery; it is better to either paint or cal­ 
cimine. 
Don’t have a drawing-room so filled with 
frail and delicate bric-a-brac that the least 
movement is fraught with danger of costly 
and wholesale breakage. 
This does not 
conduce to ea-e. 
Don't have dark carpet and walls in * 
room that is deficient 
in light. 
Only 
apartments open to the outer light will 
stand gloomy tones in decoration. 
Don’t hang a picture from one nail. 
Aside from the mere question of safety, 
the use of two nails, the cord stretched 
across them so a- to come down squarely to 
the corners of the frame, has a symmetri­ 
cal effect and makes the walls look very 
much more finished. 
- 
Don't have a carpet patterned with gi­ 
gantic roses or other actual flowers. 
They 
harmonize with nothing. 
The colors in a 
carpet should, In a great measure, com­ 
plete the color scheme adopted for the 
room. 
Don’t place a picture or a bit of decora­ 
tion where it does not serve some artistic 
purpose. 
If a picture is intended to be 
seen in a strong light do not put it in an 
obscure corner, and, on the other hand, if 
it be painted in a high color key, do not 
bring it within the direct influence of a 
brilliant sunburst,—Exchange. 


T h e P io n e e r T o r p e d o Bo a t.—A re­ 
markable- secret has just been revealed, 
after burial in the sea for more than 36 
years. 
On February 1, 1851, a submarine 
boat, built by W ilhelm Bauer, was sunk in 
the harbor of Kiel, where it has remained 
in 40 feet of water, until lately discovered 
in the course of dredging operations. 
The 
curious craft has been raised and its me­ 
chanism—kept secret bv its inventor—has 
been exposed to view. The boat was made 
of sheet-iron, and was 26 feet long, 10 feet 
deep and 6 feet wide. 
The driving wis 
effected by means of a three-bladed screw 
worked by two large wheel-, each wheel 
being turned by a man treading on projec­ 
tions on its periphery. 
The bow extended 
upward in a peculiar)' shaped head pro­ 
vided with bull’s-eyes closed by thick 
glass. 
Sinking and raising were effected 
by adm itting and pumping out water. The 
boat was designed for placing torpedoes 
under hostile vessels, and was successfully 
tested, hut unfortunately crushed by the 
pressure o? the water at a depth of 30 feet. 
It will be reconstructed and ¡'reserved as 
the first venture in submarine warfare. 


Crimson Stain foh W ood.—T he follow­ 
ing is a crimson -tain that is frequently 
used for decorative woods for musical in­ 
strument- : 
Ground 
Brazil wood, 
one 
pound; water, three q u arts; cochineal, 
half an ounce; boil the Brazil wood with 
water an hour, strain, add the cochineal, 
boil gently for half an hour, when it will 
be fit for use. 
This is first applied and 
,tln-Li the varnish, consisting of rectified 
spirits of wine, half a gallon, six ounces 
of gum -andarae, three ounces of gum 
mastic and half a pint of turpentine var­ 
nish ; put the above into a tin can by the 
stove, frequently shaking till well dis­ 
solved ; strain and keep for use. 
If it is 
harder than is wished, thin with more tu r­ 
pentine varnish. 


SEASONABLE RECIPES. 


C h i l e S a u c e .—One peck of tomatoes, 
boiled and strained through a colander. 
Add a quart of vinegar, two large green 
peppers, seeded and chopped, and two 
tablespoonfuls of salt. 
Bring to a boil, 
bottle and seal. 


P l u m M a r m a l a d e .— Scald a peck of 
ripe plums until the skin comes off; take 
out the pits and add sugar, pound for 
pound. 
Stir slightly and let stand two 
hours. 
Boil until»of an even consistency. 
Put in jelly glasses. 


Y\ a x 
f o r S e a l i n g .—One pound of 
resin, two ounces of tallow, three ounces of 
beeswax and half a ounce of Burgundy 
pitch. 
M elt all together. 
This wax will, 
of course, keep indefinitely and be always 
ready for use by a slight warming of the 
cup devoted to it. 


P e a c h 
B u t t e r .— Ejgbt 
pounds of 
peaches peeled and stoned. 
Stew to a 
pulp and add eight pounds of granulated 
sugar. 
Boil fifteen minutes. 
P u t in .-tone 
jars or mold.-. 
If you wish to keep for 
winter use, dip unglazed paper in the 
white of an egg and paste over the top. 


A p p l e P r e s e r v e .—Take ten pounds of 
apples, peel, quarter and stew until tender 
in a pint of water. 
Skim out the apple 
and add to the liquid the juice of three 
lemons and an ounce each of ground ginger 
and cinnamon. 
Boil half an hour. 
H eat 
seven pounds of sugar in pans, pour into 
the syrup and stir well. 
Add the apples; 
let all boil one minute, take off and put in 
Jarge-mouth jars. 
Maiden blush or Greec- 
ing apples will retain their shape. 


S t o p p e r s .—There is a simple yet most 
effectual way of covering topless pans, 
crocks and bottle- that seem to find their 
way into cupboards, however so well regu­ 
lated. 
Split a sheet of cotton batting, 
and, while the steam is pouring out of the 
cans, lay on a piece of the cotton, fuzzy 
side downward, and put a weight on top to 
keep it in place. 
For bottles, make a snug 
stopper, with the fuzzy side next to the 
glass. 
Do not disturb until wanted for 
use. 
You need not fear to try this; it has 
been thoroughly tested and never failed. 


C u c u m b e r C a t s u p — The Caterer gives 
this recipe for cucumber catsup : Take one 
dozen large cucumbers and the same num­ 
ber of large onions. 
Pare and slice them 
and spread them out upon a sieve over a 
large bowl. 
.Strew over tbem a handful of 
salt—which will draw out the juice—and 
let them stand in the sieve for twenty-four 
hours. Then take the juice, or liquor, from 
the bowl and put it in a stew-pan with four 
ounces of anchovies, a pint of white wine, a 
quarter of an ounce of whole mace and half 
an ounce of pepper. 
Simmer for half an 
hour, then strain, and when cold bottle for 
use. J f the bottles are corked tightly, and the 
corks tied down with bladder, this catsup 
will keep for two or three years. 


1 h e MELOTROrE.—The melograph of 
M. Cárpentier, by which musical composi­ 
tions axe w ritten down or registered, has 
now been supplemented by a “ m elotrope" 
from the same inventor, which enables 
them to be played automatically in any 
key. 
For this purpose the melograph 
bands are perforated, and caused to oper­ 
ate the melotrope, an ingenious instrum ent 
which we need not fully describe, and 
which Ls still in its experim ental stage. 
W ith the melograph and melotrope it is 
now possible to register an improvisation 
or a piece of classic music and reproduce 
it automatically.—Engineering.

PROHIBITION IN KANSAS. 


SPIRITED 
LETTER 
FROM GOV­ 
ERNOR MARTIN. 


H is V iew s o f tb c L aw , an d Its In­ 
fluences U pon th e P rosperity 
o f th e State. 


The following extracts arc from a letter 
written by Governor M artin of Kansas, to 
W. II. Smith, General Manager of the As­ 
sociated Press, dated July 12th, concerning 
a special dispatch that was sent from St. 
Joseph, Mo., Ju ly 2d, to a Chicago paper. 
The dispatch stated that the closing of sa­ 
loons in Atchison, Kan., had cut off a most 
profitable source of revenue, amounting to 
thousands of dollars a year, and its a result 
there was not enough to keep it going ; 
th at the police force, with the exception of 
M arshal and one policeman, had been sus­ 
pended ; that the services of the firemen 
were to be dispensed with, and that the 
gas and electric lights were to l>e shut off 
Governor M artin says: 
The city of Atchison has been for many 
years one of the most important railroad 
and commercial centers of Kansas. 
It has 
a population of about 28,000 people. 
If 
the whisky interest could create the im­ 
pression that Atchison had been materi 
ally injured because the saloons ha l been 
driven out of it, a serious blow would be 
dealt to the temperance cause. 
* * 
* 
Atchison abolished the last of its saloons 
in the fall of 1880. 
The whisky interests 
prophesied that this action would seriously 
injure the business of the city. 
It has had 
no such effect. 
Atchison is more prosper­ 
ous to-day than it has been for years past. 
It-f wholesale trade aggregated over $40,­ 
000,000 in 1880. 
All the principal streets 
of the city are paved. 
More substantial 
improvements are being made, and more 
buildings are being erected in Atchison 
this year than during any previous year in 
its history. 
Ten im portant lines of rail­ 
way center in the city, and the Southern 
Kansas Railway has just extended its line 
to Atchison. 
The central shops of the 
Missouri Pacific road have recently been 
located there. The largest lumber yard in 
the West has recently been established 
there, and many other im portant commer­ 
cial and manufacturing industries have 
been located there during the past six 
months. 
Better than all, too, hundreds of 
thousands of dollars that were formerly 
wasted in the saloons are now expended in 
feeding and clothing and housing the [«to­ 
pic, anil as a result thousands of wives and 
children in Atchison who were living in 
poverty a few years ago are now prosper­ 
ous, happy and contented. 
The prohibition amendment to our Con­ 
stitution was adopted in the autum n of 
1880, and the first law to enforce it went 
into effect in May, 1882. 
The war to 
banish saloons was for some years only par­ 
tially successful. 
The amendment had 
been adopted by a very meagre majoritv, 
and public sentiment in all our large cities 
was overwhelmingly against it. 
As late 
as January, 1885, saloons were open- in 
fully thirty of the larger cities of Kansas, 
including Topeka, the Capita! of the State. 
But steadily and surely public sentiment 
against them spread and intensified. 
The 
small majority that iiad voted 
the 
amendment was reinforced first bv those 
law-respecting citizens who are always 
willing to subordinate their personal opin­ 
ions to the majesty of the law, and second 
by an equally large number who, observ­ 
ing the practical results following the 
abolition of saloons in different cities and 
towns, became convinced 
that 
Kansas 
would be more prosperous, happy, and in 
all res[iects a better community of peopla 
if it had not an open saloon within Its 
borders. So the 
sentiment of 
Kansas 
against the liquor traffic has grown and 
strengthened, until to-day 1 very much 
doubt whether of its 300,000 male voters, 
more than 75,000 would, if they could, 
invite hack and reinstate saloons. 
One argument of the whisky interests 
viz., that saloons promote the prosperity 
and growth of communities, has been an­ 
swered in Kansas by the convincing logic 
of facts. 
In 1880 the population of 
the State, 
as 
shown by 
the census, 
was 990,096; in March, 1880, as shown by 
the State census, it was 1,406,728, and it is 
now fully 1,550,000. 
In 1880 Kansas had 
only 3,104 miles of railway within her 
borders. 
On the 1st of March last the 
State Board of Railroad Assessors reported 
6,208 miles for taxation, and from 600 to 
800 miles will be added to this aggregate 
before the close of the year. 
In 1885 the 
assessed value of all the real and personal 
property of the State aggregated only 
$160,891,680. On the first of March, 1886, 
the total was, $277,575,363, and for Uie 
present fiscal year the returns thus far d e ­ 
ceived indicated a total of $300,000,000. 
In 1880 there were 5,153 school-houses, 
2,514 churches and 347 newspapers in K an­ 
sas. 
There are now lully 8,500 school- 
houses, 3,500 churches and 700 newspapers. 
In 1880 only 55 towns and cities had |>op- 
ulation-s in excess of 1,000 each. 
In 1887 
mo.-c th in 200 towns have each over 1,000 
inhabitants, fully 25 have each over 5,000, 
and f dir have each over 20,000. 
In 1880 
only 8,868,000 acres were planted in crops. 
This year the area planted is 16,000,000 
acres. 
In 1880 the value of the farm pro­ 
ducts of Kansas was only $84,521,000; for 
1886 their value was over $264,000,<100. 
, 
For the fiscal year of 1880 the percent­ 
age of State taxation was 51 mills ; for the 
present fiscal year the total percentage 
levied for all State purposes is only 4.', 
mills. 
I>uring the past two years and a 
half 1 have organized 17 counties in the 
western section of the State, and census- 
takers have l«;en 
appointed for other 
counties, leaving only two counties rem ain­ 
ing to !«■ organized. 
The cities and towns 
of Kansas, with hardly an exception, have 
kept pace in growth and prosperity with 
this marvelous development of the State. 
Many of them have doubled their popula­ 
tion during the past year, and it is a re­ 
markable fact that several cities and towns 
languished and stooil still until they abol­ 
ished the saloons, and from that date to 
the present time their growth and pros­ 
perity has equaled, and in some instances 
surpassed, that of other places with equal 
natural advantages. Summing up, the 
facts of the census refute and confound 
those who assert that the material pros­ 
perity of any community is promoted by 
the presence of saloons. 
So far as Kansas 
and all her cities and towns are concerned, 
the reverse of this assertion is true. 
The 
most wonderful era of prosperity, of ma­ 
terial, moral and intellectual development, 
of growth in country, cities and towns ever 
witnessed on the American continent, has 
been illustrated in Kansas during the past 
two years, the period of its most energetic 
and complete enforcement. 


C r o ss-B re d W h e a t. 
The Mark Lane Expresa and Agricultural 
Journal (London, England), has the follow­ 
ing: 
We gave last year a detailed account of 
the experiments which are being so ably 
carried out by C. A. Shqrman for James 
Farter and Co.,seedsmen, of 1 ligb Iloliiorii, 
at the nurseries, Forest H ill, Kent, and 
this season we had an opjiortumty of visit­ 
ing these trial grounds at a time when the 
wheats were green, or just beginning to 
turn yellow, so that all their peculiarities 
of growth could be easily noted. 
We arc 
not now able ta enter again into detail, 
but we were greatly impressed—as on the 
former occasion—with the practical utility 
which must accrue from U ie careful work 
Mr. Sharman is doing. 
The cross-bred 
wheats sometimes s h o w the distinctive 
characteristics of both parents in separate 
ears from one ro o t, and th e fixing of de­ 


sirable characters must necessarily require 
yearn of careful selection. This result, 
however, in several marked instances, has 
already been attained by the unrem itting 
application which Mr. Sharman has given 
to the work for years past, and we saw 
many wheats which we thought gave great 
promise of success on various descriptions 
of soils. Crosses between H unter’s W hite, 
Im perial W hite, F ill Measure, and other 
white wheats, with Koval Prize, or some 
other red wheat, have l»een very successful, 
and pains have been taken to improve 
Talavera, a wheat much employed for 
spring sowing, but extremely liable to 
blight,owing to late ripening. 
The crosses 
are found to ripen a fortnight earlier than 
Talavera, and another defect of the latter 
has 
been 
removed, • namely, 
that 
of 
thin 
ears, 
those 
of 
two 
or 
three 
of 
the 
improved 
Talaveras 
being a great deal more close-chested, 
promising a heavier yield. 
In some cases 
the straw 
has 
been 
lengthened 
and 
strengthened ; whilst in others it has been 
shortened; 
in like manner the ears of 
some of the crosses are greatly altered in 
character. Our great object has been to 
make most of the wheats earlier, and in 
this respect the results have been verv 
satisfactory. 
The impression s conveyed 
by our inspection last year have been con­ 
firmed this season, and as we then pointed 
out, the broad feature observable in con­ 
nection with these cross-bred wheats is 
th at they are in nearly every case stronger 
in plant, larger and fuller in ear, and 
earlier to m aturity than the parent stocks. 
New vigor appears to have been infused by 
the crossing; fertility is increased and 
constitution 
strengthened. 
W e 
an­ 
ticipate that when some of these wheats 
arc fried in foreign countries, particularly 
in the U nited States, Canada and New 
Zealand, they will be found very useful. 
A ReutCr's telegram from Ottawa says: 
“ The Canadian Department of Agriculture 
is beginning to receive letters from the 
farmers in the Northwest showing that the 
Russian wheat imported last spring and 
sown has l>een a great success, taking only 
three months to mature, and proving good 
hard wheat ot full berry. 
The farmers 
say that the success of this experiment 
settles the question of the value of the 
Northwest Territory, as the grain matures 
before the early frost.” 
It is to obtain 
such results as these that Mr. Sharruan’s 
lalnirs have been spent, and no one at 
present can estimate the ultim ate value of 
them.

After a labored, but not weak argument to 
prove Poe to have been the man who wrote 
the satire, the author of the introduction 
adds to it a supplement, in which he dis­ 
closes a discovery of cryptographic order 
he has made that appears to prove anew 
the author of the satire to have been Poe. 
He finds that out of forty-two poems in 
Griswold's edition of Poe’s works, thirty- 
six have the poet’s name in some form in 
the first or last lines. 
Poe was given to 
mystification about him self and was the 
constructor of acrostic enigmas containing 
the names Sarah Ann Lewis and Frances 
Sargent Osgood. 
W hy not, then, look for 
the secret of the authorship of tee satire in 
enigmatical lines. Accordingly, the last 
couplet, as likely to be the repository of a 
signature, is taken : 
“ Should public hate upon my pen react. 
No m a tte r th is—I w ill n e t o u g h t re tra c t.” 
In these lines are easily found the words 
“ Edgar Allen Poe,” or these "American 
poets and poetry! A satire,” or these, “A 
satire, every word true! Edgar Allen Poe,” 
or these, “A true and honest satire, by 
Edgar Allen Poe.” This, however, is not 
all the writer of the introductory chapter 
discovered in the satire,but other evidences, 
anagramitic and otherwise, that Poe aud 
Lavante were one.

310. The work is a historical or consecutive 
account of the Orthodox Church of Russia, 
its present condition and that of its clergy, 
and the causes and consequences of tlie

continues. 
Jt considers in detail and exhaustively the 
innum erable sects, also, which sprang from 
the schismatic movement. 
No work of 
this character or scope on the Russian 
Church has appeared. 
We have found it 
entertaining, instructive, and in m any re­ 
spects a pleasing surprise. We do not recall 
a more attractive chapter in any work-de­ 
scriptive of any country than that in this 
volume upon monasteries, monasticism, 
the secular or white clergy, and the popes, 
of which there are 37,300 in Russia : the 
social condition of these clergymen, their 
slavery to form, their coldness, and their 
abject position in society for the bare neces­ 
sities of life. 
“ T he'V olcano Under the City," by a 
volunteer special, is from the ’press of 
Fords, Howard & Hulbert, New York; 
16mo., cloth, 81. It is a dramatic and ade­ 
quate account of the Draft-Riot of 1803 
in New York, and a consideration of par­ 
allels at this day which indicate the ap­ 
proach, if not the im mediate presence of 
perils ihat impend over New York and 
most other large cities of the Union. That

The book is sensa­ 
tionally vivid in its prophesying of the 
danger of anarchic teachings. It preaches 
vehemently the necessity of keeping the 
anarchist element under the hand of au­ 
thoritative power so closely that it can be 
crushed on the flashing of a single word 
along the wires. As the author says, “The 
evil disposed must have a consciousness of 
the perpetual presence of abundant Dower 
in capable and unhesitating hands! 
To 
this must be added an assurance of search­ 
ing, uncompromising, unforgetting justice 
at the hands of judges and juries.”
